I THINK PUNK SCENES 
HAVE A LIFE CYCLE OF 


ABOUT 3-5 YEARS . That means I've 

been able to survive about four of these cycles. 

It's odd looking back on the years flying by. I 
remember the first scene I really felt a part of... 
the older punks were barely hanging on by the 
mid 80's. Most were trying hard to move on but 
drug abuse and being addicted to the crime life 
are hard things to shake. All of their old hang 
outs were disappearing one by one. "Anarchy 
Alley" was shut down by the cops, mostly due 
to ever-increasing delinquent behavior like drug 
sales and vandalism. Rebel Records had long 
closed its space in the strip mall across from the 
high school. Lunchtime was no longer a myriad 
of spiked hair, dayglo and Exploited patches on 
leather jackets. 7th Street Studios was still the 
place punks and punk bands would hang out and 
rehearse at all hours of the day and night, but 
you could tell the older punks were not thrilled 
with the new bands taking over their spot. 

When you know nobody's name or are 
unfamiliar or out of touch with the younger 
punks it's easy to just put it all in your past and 
head out towards the unknown wasteland of 
regular society I guess. It didn't help that their 
scene had taken some jarring hits. The bass 
player of a beloved local band died in a fire. 


Gig spaces with the scene's best interests in 
mind were non-existent. Old timers would show 
up at the studio and seem lost. I remember a 
lot of them, some just coming out of the early 
80s comatose of drugs and Reagan. Some had 
been freed from incarceration, looking for a 
familiar face, but in a blur of three years lost 
knowing no one anymore, having nothing but 
memories of punks long gone or disappeared. 

New blood fuels scenes, anyone who has 
been a punk for any amount of time knows 
that. It was time for a new guard. When the 
old punks lack vision, the new punks take over. 
New bands form and that sparks other bands to 
form. Who needed rock clubs when house parties 
served the scene just as well. Those old timers 
who still felt the energy tried their hand at new 
bands, finding gig spaces, using the new energy 
to infiltrate and create. These are probably the 
most exciting times for a new scene. There is no 
shortage of enthusiasm, cooperation and friend- 
ship. Bands help each other and support each 
other. Our band had a show every weekend, we 
were recording horrendous demo tapes (which 
sounded like pure gold to us), sharing gigs 
with friends and partying like life had no end. 

The sad day 7th Street Studios came to a 
crashing end due to unhealthy negligence and 
drug abuse by the owner, we still were not 
deterred. Two awesome gals moved into town 
and rented an old abandoned church down the 
street with the sole intention of turning it into 
a punk community center of sorts. Bands would 
rent it out as practice space, gigs would be held 
to make rent. Punks volunteered to do security 
and run the door. Our first gig was a $1 show with 
all local bands and about 300 punks crammed 
into the tiny church. Luck was on our side for 
some reason. Cops showed up and let the show 
continue. No fights or brawls ruined the good 
vibe of the venue. Afterwards we had numerous 
shows with bands like Christ On Parade, Neurosis, 
Stikky and we even conned some touring bands 
to make the drive up from their Bay Area gigs. 

No less than five local bands from four cities 
were rehearsing during the day. The scene would 
meet up once a month, Gilman style, and have 


meetings to discuss various dilemmas quite 
democratically for a bunch of fuck-ups. Things 
were going pretty well for our scene. The influ- 
ence of the church space spread and punks were 
renting halls and shows got bigger and bigger. 

I'm not sure how everything soured. The gals 
that originally opened the church to the punks 
had a falling out. Too many punks were taking 
advantage of the spot, using it as a flop house. 
Drugs and booze were prevalent adding to the 
consternation. Bands that once shared everything 
bickered and talked shit on each other, causing 
divisions to spread throughout the scene. The 
overall disintegration continued as bands quit 
using the space for rehearsals, scared that the 
influx of homeless punks (and homeless non- 
punks for that matter) would steal or damage 
their stuff. It became so bad that I would venture 
over to the church to hang out and the gals 
would be nowhere to be found and the church 
filled with scummy people I didn't know. One 
day I showed up and a friend told me one of the 
gals packed up moved away in the middle of the 
night after having to re-buy most of her record 
collection from the local record store, all of it 
stolen the night before. That meant the church 
was on the endangered list. The next day we 
haphazardly set up one final show at the church: 
three local bands with an eviction party to follow. 

The vibe at the church had soured so much 
that hardly anyone showed up for the show. After 
the show ended, things started to go downhill fast. 
The party had filled up and a really eerie feeling 
was present. The usual light-hearted partying was 
heading in a bad direction. You could just feel it. 
Everyone was really fucked up and getting out of 
control. It started when I heard a loud pounding 
coming from the back room. Some wasted punks 
had found a sledgehammer and began eradicating 
the wall between the back room and the office 
area. In minutes a huge hole was present. Punks 
were screaming and laughing as spray paint was 
issued all over the place. The church had these 
rows of hanging lights, spheres that hung from 
thin wires from the ceiling, and one of the last 
things I recall from that night was a wasted punk 
taking a baseball bat to every one of these lights. 

I finally awoke the next day to find it already 
early evening and viewed the devastation. The 
place looked like a hurricane hit it. Broken glass 
from the lights, booze bottles and windows lit- 
tered the floor. No less than three holes had been 
made in the walls. An odd assortment of power 
tools, garbage, and large pieces of drywall were 
strewn all over the place. Not one window had 
glass left in it. I awoke lying in a large pile of 
glass and debris, my head swelling from a night 
of dope and alcohol, and noticed the front door 


wide open. I looked up to see the distressed 
face of the landlord staring at the wreckage 
of his building, speechless as he surveyed the 
wasteland of passed out punks asleep amidst 
all the rubble. Without saying a word I walked 
passed him and woke up my comrades. The six of 
us silently left the building without a word. The 
evening glowed a vibrant orange hue that hurt 
the eyes, the glare of fall in Northern California. 
We walked on with really nowhere left to go. 
Three years of vital life seemed to circle the 
drain as we left the church for the last time. 

Every one of our old hangouts had disappeared. 
No more punk gig spot. The unity between the 
bands was shredded by mistrust and petty self- 
ishness. Some of us would leave the punk scene 
forever. Some would never recover and made 
the streets and drug abuse, and eventually jail, 
their life. Some just disappeared, never being 
able to relocate that familiar face. And a few of 
us stayed punks and waited patiently for that 
new blast of new blood to remind us of the good 
times, every five years whether we liked it or not. 



AFTER ANY TOUR, its hard to 

get back into the swing of things. Almost every- 
one I know takes a little break after a tour from 
doing any band-related stuff and from going to 
shows. This is normal. It is really taking a lot of 
effort on my part to get out to shows again after 
touring Japan, though because for every night we 
were there, every band was amazing. The equip- 
ment was all pro. The sound people actually do 
their jobs. Everyone is nice. Even the seasoned 
veterans of the Japanese scene were humble 
and kind. The American punk community could 
learn a lot from the Japanese. The Japanese'do 
everything better: music, shows, transportation, 
food, etiquette, timeliness, grooming, fashion, 
vending machines, recycling, hair, eyebrows, cell 
phones, Internet cafes, EVERYTHING. Yoshio from 
Conga Fury & Dan Doh Records set oiir.tour up 
for us and we couldn't have asked for a 
ter tour. Yoshio, in short, totally fucking rules

someone of Yoshio's status could have pulled 
together such an amazing tour — nine nights of 
some of the most amazing shows we'll prob- 
ably ever play. Our old friend, Shiggy, also the 
new columnist for this zine, was our manager 
on the tour and he totally fucking rules, too. I 
can't seem to put together anything coherent 
and connected in regards to the Japanese tour 
because it was so overwhelmingly amazing, so 
below are some random thoughts about the tour. 

It wasn't as expensive as we thought it was 
going to be. The yen is pretty weak right now 
as the Japanese economy isn't doing well, and 
especially with most of us being from the Bay 
Area, we found that prices were either the same, 
or a little less with the exception being produce 
in grocery stores. After the tour, Jeff and I 
stayed in Kyoto to do some sightseeing, shopping, 
and hanging out with family, and we found an 
inexpensive inn that was about $60 a night which 
is often hard to find here in the States. We 
could have gone for something less expensive, 
too, but after the tour, we didn't want to share a 
bathroom with other travelers in a hostel and we 
definitely wanted to lounge in air conditioning. 

I saw a new band that blew my mind on this 
tour: Total Noise Accord. Keep in mind that we 
were lucky to play with AMAZING bands EVERY 
night no tour: everyone from SLIGHT SLAPPERS to 
CONGA FURY to FUCK ON THE BEACH to CARCASS 
GRINDER to motherfuckin' GAUZE, but Total Noise 
Accord was new to me and really affected me. 

On one hand, it feels kinda silly to say that at age 
34, but at the same time, I'm stoked to not be 
such a jaded old fart that I can't say something 
like that. There are probably five or so bands 
that have truly truly impressed me live and Total 
Noise Accord are up there in my top five. I see 
bands I like or think are fun or "good" quite often 
since I'm lucky enough to live in the Bay Area 
where there are lots of good bands locally and 
that come through on tour, but those life-chang- 
ing live acts are few and far between. Their 7" 
doesn't do them justice at all. Before their set, 
we saw them backstage psyching themselves up, 
punching themselves in the face, and when their 
set started, their singer came out on the floor 
and was punching himself in the face, pushing; 
people around, etc. They ripped from start to fin- 
ish. When we tried to express how totally blown 
away we were after their set, they said they were: 
filled with "burning spirits". l|love this band, 
and not just because their singer looks like a 
Japanese Vince Neil circa Too Fast For Love era. 

Many Japanese punks seem to be 
their eyebrows: super hot,, 
and sexy, especially on the dudes. ■ 


waiting at a train station, grabbing a bite to 
eat, or hanging out at a show, I have never 
seen so many beautiful people in my life. And 
I'm obviously not your typical white-dude- 
with-an-Asian-fetish. The Japanese of all ages 
and genders are beautiful: they age gracefully 
and take good care of their skin. The daily 
exercise of walking and/or biking, plus the 
healthy diet (the 0mega-3s in the seafood prob- 
ably) and genetics must all combine to make 
a country of exceptionally beautiful people. 

A Japanese schoolboy who looked to 
be in about fifth grade said "Nice hair!" to 
Jeff while we were in the A-Bomb museum 
in Hiroshima. We think he was sincere. 

Two cute metalhead women told Jef Leppard 
that he looked like "air guitar champion" 
which was pretty awesome. We weren't sure 
if they meant he looked like Craigums or if 
they even knew who Craigums is or if they just 
meant that Jef looks like a guitar god (which 
he is, of course), but he was stoked that rad 
Japanese metal chicas complimented him. 

Ami has a new nickname that was origi- 
nally given to her on the West Coast Bullshit 
Disaster Tour: Boncho. It means something 
like "leader of the bad kids" and it seemed 
like everyone in Japan was calling her this by 
the end of the tour. Ami is fuckin' rockstar 
amongst the punks! Everyone knows who she 
was and wanted to take photos with her 

Scotty (from Voetsek) was the first gaijin to 
go to a high-end hostess club in Hiroshima. 

Japan is very safe. We often left our 
merch alone without any of us watching it 
because we were watching bands or hang- 
ing out with friends and nothing was stolen. 
Nothing. Sad to say that you can't leave your 
merch alone at a show here in the States but 
you can't. Shawn from Capitalist even left a 
backpack with his passport and insulin in a taxi 
cab and the backpack was delivered to him the 
next day with everything intact. Amazing. 

We got to play with GAUZE in Tokyo!! And 
they were super nice and down to earth guys. 

Okonomiyaki is hella good. So is the 
"friend of tuna" fish I 


ate in Kochi. 



We should have brought more medjum/'*;' 
large, and even extra-large t-shirts.* There arlSB 
lots of petite folks, but also lots of mediun 
to big folks, too. Lost in Translation is a 
ffetojoke. Everyone in Capitalist is over six 
feet ball, yet they didn't seem abnormally 
large with the exception of perhaps I 
who towers $ver everyone here, too. 

...Speed use seems to be pretty common 
the punk scene. I don't think I've ever been 



Totally not my thing, but I guess it was nice that 
it was offered? And when people do it, they 
shoot it. I didn't hear of anyone snorting it. 

The one drawback to Japan was that every- 
one smokes and smoking is allowed everywhere. 
Our eyes and throats were burning every night! 

We played a show in Kochi, Japan, which is 
a small, beautiful town on the coast. Despite 
Kochi's small size, one of the best Japanese 
record stores is there: Chaotic Noise, which con- 
verts literally (the walls move) to a show space 
called K-Club. The trip to Kochi was filled with 
mixed emotions. On one hand, we were looking 
forward to hanging out with Conga Fury in their 
hometown. The part we were sad about was 
that their hometown was also the hometown of 
Kawakami-san from DISCLOSE. Voetsek were 
lucky enough to get to play with DISCLOSE when 
they came to the Bay Area a few years back, and 
Ami and I were really stoked to meet and hang 
out a bit with Kawakami at the Bay Area shows — 
we ended up being responsible for getting him 
stopped at customs on the way back to Japan, 
but that's another story for another time— it was 
something he had joked about with us afterwards. 
Anyways, prior to the tour, we were booked to 
play with DISCLOSE in Kochi. Yoshio told me they 
had to cancel about a month before Kawakami's 
death because they lost a band member, but he 
reassured me that Kawakami was looking forward 
to seeing us at the show, and hanging out. 

I'm sure many people reading this by now 
know that Kawakami died earlier in the summer, 
about a couple of weeks before we hit Japan. 
Yoshio was his very close friend and was obvi- 
ously affected by this, and to top it off, we felt 
a kind of weird pressure being the first inter- 
national bands to play Kochi since his death. I 
mean, it seemed that the entire Japanese scene 
was in mourning for their fallen friend, but to 
actually play his hometown was a different story. 
We decided that we wanted to say something to 
the crowd before we started playing to express 
our condolences to their scene. Now, I speak 
Japanese, but my Japanese isn't nearly good 
enough to express what we wanted to say, plus 
I'm kind of a crybaby at times, so I pulled Shiggy 
aside and asked him for help. The thing with 
Shiggy is that despite the fact that he's usually 
in full-on party mode, he gets shit done and is 
sensitive to boot. When I asked him to help us 
give our sincere condolences to the crowd and 
say that not only were we honored to have played 
with DISCLOSE in the US, but honored to now be 
in his hometown, Shiggy got tears in his eyes. I 
was a little worried that we might be acting like 
overly sentimental dumb-ass Americans, but his 
tears were all I needed to see to know that we 


were doing the right thing. When he delivered 
his speech prior to the Voetsek set (we headlined, 
yo!), I totally got teary-eyed because it was so 
heartfelt. I looked over at Scotty, who was also 
teary-eyed, and had to quickly look away from 
him because I knew I was going to start crying 
for real and there ain't no crying in thrash, you 
know? I will always remember this show and the 
final goodbye (Ami writes about it more in her 
column) to Kawakami. Rest in peace, brother. 

And with that, I think i'll sign off on 
this here column for this issue. Japan was 
amazing, and the American scene needs to 
learn from them about everything. Drop me 
a line if you want at akautsch@comcast.

Confused as we figured that by touring the west 
coast in February we'd skip the worst of the win- 
ter in Toronto and have fun in the sun. My first 
trip to the desert and it fucking rained the whole 
time. Confused because I don't understand how 
people can breathe in Reno due to the thin air. 

Now, three hours into our journey and 
there's literally zero visibility, complete white. 
Occasionally a car appears six inches away from 
the side of the van. We're driving at approxi- 
mately four miles an hour and being blown all 
over an ice covered winding mountain road, 
several thousand feet above sea level, and 
probably several hundred feet above the ground 
that's just one sharp gust of wind away from us. 

Jensen is blasting Blizzard Beasts by 
Immortal on the van stereo, a more fitting 
album to die in a snow storm to I can't quite 
come up with at this exact moment in time. I 
definitely have a profound understanding of 
that LP now; though I'm sure that Shaggrath 
and the boys didn't have a treacherous van ride 
across a US mountain in mind when they wrote:

As skimmed over briefly in the pages of 
is magazine in the past I've seen plenty 
of real horror in my life, hell, a week ago 
there was a hammer attack on my neigh- 
bour. Going on tour is generally my attempt 
to get away from horror stories.

Hails SF and L punx, it has been a very busy 
time for me since last issue and I have loads 
to share with y'all, so let's fuckin' go 


— > summer is coming to a screaching halt 
here in the city by the bay and gawddamn has 
it been a truly crazy and memorable one for 
me. i always get a little bummed when summer 
ends. The hot days are always my favorite ones 
of the year and even though I'm not in school 
right now, I always associate the end of sum- 
mer with starting over.. .like a new school year. 

June kicked off with the band I'm in going on 
a 9 day tour of Japan with Capitalist Casualties. 
It was my first time there and a really great 
experience indeed. To tell the truth at first I 
wasn't as excited to go as my bandmates and 
I really thought we would lose a ton of money 
on the tour. I was looking at it as a vacation and 
something I was not gonna recoup on. I could 
not have been more wrong. I flew over a few 
days before the rest of the band and hung out 
with a couple of homies in Yokohama. I'm truly 
glad i had the oppoprtunity to have a few days to 
get shown some of the most amazing temples, 
buddhas and open air markest I've ever seen. 

My homies Junko and Shiguru (who was also 
our tour manager/translator) are two of the nic- 
est, fun and most sincere people I know and I 
am ever so grateful for their hospitality. Junko 
got me to try foods I would never ever have 
thought of trying without her urging. My first 
night in Yokohama we went to dinner in celebra- 
tion of Junko's b-day, to a restaurant called the 
Amazon Club. Very cool vibe, the front door is 
a wall you knock on and it slides open expos- 
ing the entrance to the restaraunt. We dined on 
some delicous pork, shrimp pizza and a spicy 

chicken dish we also had crunchy scorpion.... 

something I would never have tried on my own. 

The next couple of days consisted of train 
and cab rides around the town and country- 
side sightseeing and trying different kinds of 
ice cold saki's and local quisine, goodtimes 
for sure with two of my favorite people. 

When the rest of the band got to Tokyo we 
all met up the night before our first show at 
Earth Dorn, the club we'd be kicking our tour 
of at the fallowing night Earth Dorn is a pretty 
cool spot owned by Mukai (x- Death Side & 
Judgement). Mukai and his girlfriend Yumirin 
(x- Gaia) were super nice and made sure we 
were all having a goodtime by keeping the drinks 
flowing. Our show at Earth Dorn was definitely 
a great place to kick off the tour. All in all I can 
honestly say every show was fuckin' amazingly 
great! The Japanese really know how to throw ; 
a show; all bands get Josound check, all the 
clubsprovide a backline of pretty food gear 
, and the promoters advertise and pay the bands 
well The bands we played with were pretty 
damn superior as well. We were all stoked on 



the bands we had the opportunity to play with 
and meet; Vivisick, Slight Slappers, Fuck On 
The Beach, Contrast Attitude, Gauze, Mind Of 
Asian, Niceview, Senseless Apocalypse, Carcass 
Grinder, Eevee and our old tourmate homies 
Conga Fury. A pleasant surprise that blew us 
all away came from a band called Total Noise 
Accord, seriously fuckin' great band, that gave it 
all they got during their set! There were many 
other killer bands we played with as well. 

My only complaint was the lack of good / 
decent weed in Japan. I did bring some Cali 
green with me- but it was gone a few days 
before we were to head home. I think I was 
going thru withdrawals by the time my plane 
touched down back here in SF. i also never 
found any queer bars in Japan, which doesn't 
mean they don't exist, just that the punx I 
was with didn't know where to look. Although 
Shiggy did go to a bath house in one of the 
smaller city's we hit and came back proclaim- 
ing that it was " a very famous gay bath 
house", not sure if he got a happy ending or 
not. Did meet a few Tokyo lesbians at one 
of our shows there, but their English was bad 
and my Japanese is non-existant, although 
we did manage to communicate for awhile. 

A few weeks before we were to leave to 
Japan we got word of our homie Kawakami's 
death (mastermind of Disclose). This had come 
as a bit of a shock as I had been in contact 
with him in the weeks leading up to his pass- 
ing. We had many conversations and shared 
memories of Kawakami's contribution to the 
Japanese punk scene/community with punx in 
damn near every city we played. He was beloved 
and very missed. While in Osaka, Jef Leppard, 
Whiplash and me had stumbled into a Satanic 
shop. After talking with the owner for a little 
while, he randomly asked if we had known 
Kawakami, we answered yes. He then explained 
to us that he too was a friend of Kawakami's 
and that he had done the art for his last record- 
ing project Goatworshipper. Later that night 
the shop owner dude showed up at our show 
and invited a couple of us back to his shop to 
pay our last respects to some of Kawakami's;^ 
remains that he had enshrined in a really amaz- 
ing alter, complete with goat horns hung above 
it. Of course we went and I think it was then it 
finally hit me that Kawakami was gone. I think j. 
we all got emotional about saying goodbye to::« 
our fallen brother, however it did provide us 
1 some closure. While in Kochi City, kawakami's 
hometown, Athena and I were given Disclose 
memorial banners that were made for friends 
of Kawakami's by Yoshio (Conga Fury, Dan-Doh 
Records). It was a great honor to receive this and 


have something to remember Kawakami by. Mine 
is hanging up in my music room above my cd's. 

We also had a couple of other really cool 
experiences. Our show hosts made time for us 
to go to the PEACE Museum in Hiroshima and the 
Survivor Museum in Nagasaki which were both 
very moving experiences for me. I even got a 
little teary eyed at both. The PEACE Museum is 
located behind the Peace Dome, a bombed out 
reminder of what the USA did to an unsuspecting 
people. To anybody that evr visits Japan, this is 
a must see. The Survivor Museum in Nagasaki 
didn't seem as big as the PEACE Museum, yet 
was definetely as powerful in reminding it's 
visitors of the perils, death and carnage of war. 
The Survivor Museum had a really interesting 
exhibit of art done by survivors of the bomb 
dropping, representing their interpetations 
of what they saw/experienced on that day. 

Japan was an extremely memorable 
experience for me and a country I'd like to 
visit again. Friendly people, great food, kick- 
ass bands and a beautiful country. 

When I got home from Japan I only had a 
week and half before my g-friend, Sandee and 
me were to leave for a trip to El Salvador. It 
was too short a time to be home. Seemed like 
I was cramming a lot of things that needed to 
be done into a very limited amount of time. 

I had several silk screen orders to do, many 
records to be sent off and still work my 9-5 
job. Did manage to celebrate my 41 st b-day 
with some good friends a couple of days before 
we left. Thanx to Biachi for cooking an amaz- 
ing meal for everybody! Also to all the other 
homies that brought food and drinks. I made 
out with a half dozen bottles of various rums, a 
sweet bubbler (thnx Athena n Jeff), some herb, 
keef and assorted party favors. One really awe- 
some party and a good send off to El Salvador. 

When the plane touched down in San 
Salvador, the planes occupants errupted in loud 
clapping and hooting- a succesful landing indeed! 

We quickly found our driver and were on 
the highway making it into the city proper in 
about 40 minutes. The one thing I really love 
about Central America is the humidity.. .maybe 
it's my native/latino roots er something. While 
everybody else is complaing about the grueling 
heat and humidity, I'm just smiling and soaking 
it up. I like that I don't have to wear deodorant 
in humid weather and that my skin feels so good. 

I think that I'm sweating the impurities outta 
my skin. I didn't use any soap or shampoo for 
9 days while we were in El Salvador. I figured 
swimming in the crystal clear, bath temp volcano 
lake we were at was good enough. I did take 
a couple of cold showers at night before turn* 


ing in, but they were all soap/shampoo free. 

At Sandee's urging I finally took a proper 

shower the day of our trip back to the USA it 

felt good, but dragging a brush thru 9 days of no 
washing/ brushing of the hair was a little brutal. 

El Salvador was a really fun and interest- 
ing trip for us. We picked it kinda spur of the 
moment. We've done a lot of Central America 
already and knew that was where we wanted 
to go- but wanted to hit up a country we'd yet 
explored. So when we checked on flights it was 
the cheapest.. ..therefore it was our destination. 

I really didn't know too much about cur- 
rent day El Salvador when we decided to go. 

Upon arriving we found out that they are on the 
US dollar system, I asked around and heard 
many versions of why this is- all had to do 
with the US governement still having a strong 
economic hold with the Salvadorian governe- 
ment. I digress, meeting native peoples there 
and having many conversations was truly 
interesting. Many people we met talked about 
the civil war, guerillas and the death squads 
of the late 70s, 80s and early 90s...which had 
US backing by way of big money, US weapons 
and training to the para military government 
the Salvadorians were at the mercy of, at that 
time. Estimates were that the US had pumped 
at least $6 billion into their governement, that 
was so harshly oppressive to its people. 

Which brings me to the crazy amount of 
weapons we saw damn near everywhere we were 
in El Salvador. It is completely legal to own any 
kind of gun/weapon and carry it around with ya. 
We saw people carrying machine guns slung over 
their shoulder or driving a car with a couple of 
machine guns, sawed off shotguns or rifles in the 
seat next to them. It is completely acceptable 
to maintain yr personal safety by bearing arms. 
Which brings us to the national obsession; crime 
and gangs. We were told repeatedly not to walk 
in certain areas of San Salvador at night, that 
we were in gang territory and that it was not 
safe. We heed warnings while in other countries 
and took cabs a few times or found rides with 
people we'd met. In San Salvador we went to 
a couple of pretty cool clubs. One was called 
Tres Daiblos, and we actually hit it up a couple 
of times while there. Strong drinks, good food 


leaving San Salvador we headed for the colonial 
city of Santa Ana, which was a 1-2 hour bus 
ride away. We had heard that there was a local 
festival/fiesta "Fiesta Patronal" going on in the 
small town and thought it would be fun to join in 
the fiesta. Santa Ana is a beautiful gothic looking 
city complete with a beautiful gothic cathedral in 
the city's center. The festival went on all day and 
night, complete with live music, tons of vendors 
and many food booths. We sampled the papussas, 
elote, peanuts, fried platanos and many drinks. 

We only stayed in Santa Anna a couple of 
days. Then headed for Lago De Coatepeque. 
This-is a rad blue sparkling volcanic crater lake 
that is surrounded by the Cerro Verde, Izalco and 
Santa Ana volcanoes. The view from the hostel 
we stayed at was nothing short of amazing. We 
swam, lounged in hammocks, ate ceviche and 
sipped rum from the outer rim of this once active 
volcano. Our hosts Sandra and Mauricio were 
two of the nicest people I'd ever met. Mauricio 
regaled us with past adventures (legal and 
illegal) he'd had in the US, Columbia, Mexico, 
Guatemala and El Salvador. Sandra always made 
sure our glasses were never empty and that all 
our needs were being met. Really sweet people. 

It was decided that Mauricio would take us 
to our final destination; los playas...the beach 
is generally our favorite spot to vacation and 
we were really looking forward to hanging out 
on El Salvador's black sand playa. We crammed 
into Maricios little beater car and made the 2 
hour trek to the west side of El Salvador. He took 
us to check out the port town of La Libertad. 

A picturesque port town with tons of fishing 
boats and touristy type shops/restaraunts. Nice 
to stop and stretch our legs, but definitely not 
where we wanted to spend our last few days. 

So we beat it down the coastline to Playa El 
Zonte. This has the craziest, biggest waves I've 
ever seen. We stayed at a hostel called Esencia 
Nativa that is a true surfers only type spot. The 
owner was this nice surfer dude named Alex 
who gave us a ride back up the coast to Playa 
El Tunco, where we got a room at a really nice 
place called Roca SunzaL.I thought since it had 
Roca in the name. It can't be bad. It was a great 
place.

CONFITDE CANARD 
LORANGE - ATLANTA 
STYLE 

Between the time that the oceans drank 
Atlantis and the rise of the sons of Arius, there 
was an age undreamed of. Unto this - me! - 
destined to wear the jeweled crown of Aquilonia 
upon a troubled brow. Now, let me take you to 
the days of high adventure - in the kitchen! 

That's right kids, welcome back to 
another Installment of Chef to False Metal, the 
worst toilet reading in all Zinedom. If ya'U will 
Indulge me. I'll give you a bit of the background 
behind the genesis of this issue's culinary 
catastrophe. Recently I finished reading a very 
entertaining book called What If?, a collection 
of essays examining various "counter factual" 
histories as ruminated upon by some of today's 
leading historians. What if Alexander had been 
slain during the crossing of the Granicus River 
so early in his campaign of conquest? What if 
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the Persians had won the crucial naval battle 
at Salamis? What if the British fire ships had 
failed to repulse the Spanish Armada's invasion 
circa 1588? Truly, fascinating stuff. All of this 
got me to thinking; What if, say, Oliver La Buse 
had bothered going privateer for the French 
and succeeded in driving the Spanish out of the 
northern part of their colony of Florida in the 
late 17th century? Would the modern day state of 
Georgia exist? Would it be part of the continental 
US? Most pressing of all, would the pulled pork 
sandwich that we know and love even exist?! 

While most of the train of thought written 
above may not have actually transpired as writ- 
ten I do think it illustrates the point well. What 
we're looking at here is a French twist on a 
southern classic. For those of you who aren't in 
the know, pulled pork is traditionally made from 
a pork shoulder which has been coated in a dry 
rub, pressure cooked at a low temperature for a 
long time, shredded and served as a sandwich 
topped with cole slaw. Perhaps one of the only 
truly American additions to the world culinary 
heritage. In the spirit of being like "Hey, fuck you 
America!" and also combating a serious case of 
thinking too much while fighting the munchies I 
hit upon this digestive disaster that i hope all of 
you will enjoy (NB - The vegan-ized adjustments 
will be noted in the ingredient lists below). A 
note to the really hungry; this is a multi-day 
recipe, so if you're stoned now, get a bag of 
chips or something. Ok, here's what you'll need: 



For the Confit: 


6 Duck legs, preferably Moulard duck, 
but Muscovy will do if that's all you can 
find, (for the vegans I'd suggest about 
two or three pounds of Tempeh) 

12 Sprigs of Rosemary 
12 Sprigs of Thyme 

2 heads of garlic, one diced, one cloves sep:, 
arated and flattened (Vegans, get garUc powder) 
6 sticks of Cinnamon (Vegans, 
get ground cinnamon) 

6 Bay leaves 

4 lbs of rendered duck fat (obviously, skip. 


this for the vegan bit, but instead get about 
four or five tablespoons vegetable shortening) 
Salt 

Black Pepper 



For the L'orange Sauce: 


4 tablespoons of butter (or non-dairy 
butter substitute - there are seemingly tons 
of options available so pick your favorite 
one, but DO NOT use oil for this step) 

1 large shallot, thinly sliced 

2 cloves of garlic, sliced 

4 or 5 whole cloves 

1/2 cup honey (Agave Nectar for the vegan 
version - a caveat: I haven't tried it with this 
stuff myself, so I can't vouch for it, but I'm 
told this is what to use. If you try it. please 
email me and let me know how it turns out) 

1/2 cup sherry or sherry vinegar 

1 cup Grand Marnier or Cointreau 
(very expensive) or Triple Sec (cheap 
- 1 use this myself and it's fine) 

1 cup Orange Juice 

2 cups chicken or vegetable stock (I use the 
veggie stock all the time. I'll explain why below) 

Grated Orange zest 

Black pepper

5 to 6oz Mayonnaise (this is one instance 
ill which Nayonaise will work fine, other- 
wise, vegan sour cream is great too) 

1 red bell pepper 
5 cloves of garlic 
Juice of 1/2 a lemon 



For the Rolls: 


Go out and buy some rolls. Trust me, you've 
got plenty of shit to do, yet. More on this below. 

Ok, once you've got all this shit together 
your odyssey can begin. Here's the day-by-day 
play-by-play. For any interested readers who can 
help me come up with things to say that aren't 
as lame as that last line, please email me. 

Day 1 

For the flesh eaters day one is pretty 
simple. If there are any excess flaps of fat on the 
legs trim 'em off. A good butcher has likely done 
this already. Take a large rectangular casserole or 
high sided baking pan (glass or aluminum, NOT 
plastic as it'll leave a funky taste). Take the diced 
garlic, half the rosemary and half the thyme and 
spread 'em evenly across the bottom of the pan. 
Salt both sides of the duck legs. Lay the duck 
legs skin side down in the pan and then top the 
legs with flattened garlic, the remaining rosemary 
and thyme, black pepper to taste, and one stick 
of cinnamon and one bay leaf per leg. Cover 
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this fucker tightly with plastic wrap and leave it 
in the fridge for AT LEAST 36 hours. After this 
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(NB - you can also just buy

sob quietly while rocking back and forth gently 
in the corner of the couch as you are crushed by 
the realization that you will never get laid again. 


For the vegans, you win the 
prize! You get day one off. The self 
pity is mandatory for all, however. 



Day 2 


For the meat folk, day two is where shit 
gets more complex. Preheat the oven to 225F 
(HOC). In a large oven-ready saucepan or Dutch 
oven melt the duck fat over a low flame. Once 
the fat has completely melted remove the legs 
from the fridge and brush off any excess salt 
and herbs that are clinging to the legs. Place 
the legs in the rendered fat, cover with a tight 
fitting lid and (VERY CAREFULLY!) place the pot 
in the oven. Leave that fucker to cook for three 
hours. Don't open the oven or fuck with the pot 
once it's in there, until it's done. PLEASE be very 
careful around the fat. It's going to be very hot, 
and it WILL hurt like a motherfucker if you get it 
on your skin. I say this from experience. Once the 
three hours has passed remove from the oven. 

Now if you're not planning on making all of the 
legs at the same time I would suggest finding 
three smaller containers (large Pyrex cups work 
well) and placing two legs in each container. Pour 
the rendered duck fat into each container making 
sure that the legs are covered with at least an 
inch of fat. After that, allow the fat to cool, cover 
each container and place in the fridge. You now 
essentially have Confit de Canard. The reason for 
the separate containers is due to the fact that 
you may choose not to make all of the duck at 
once. Since you have to re-melt the fat to remove 
the legs it can be more convenient to have them 
separate. I usually just let the Dutch oven cool 
and store the whole thing together, which is fine. 
Also, bare in mind, that Confit (from the Latin - 
Confire, meaning "to prepare") is an ancient 
preservative method. Once you've made it up to 
this step this shit will literally keep for months 
and months in the fridge. It can be great to alH 
that much prep work out of the way that far in 


advance if you're planning on having people over. 

Ok, vegans and carnivores alike, this next 
step is for everyone. While you're killing the 
three hours waiting for the duck legs to cook 
you can make the sauce. (By the way, I'orange 
sauce goes great on all kinds of shit besides 
duck, I like it with cod and lentils!) Put a sauce 
pan over a medium flame and melt the butter 
(vegans, a 1-tol ratio mix of vegan yogurt and 
unsweetened applesauce can work here) and 
allow it to foam and brown, about 1 minute. Add 
the shallot, garlic, thyme and cloves, add the 
black pepper to taste and saute for about two 
minutes, until the shallots are just beginning to 
brown (incidentally, this is why you can't use say 
olive oiL.you are trying to sweat the shallots, 
not fry them). Add the honey (or agave nectar) 
and give it about 3 or 4 minutes, so that the 
mixture takes on an almost caramel color. Then, 
add the sherry. Triple Sec, OJ and zest, and stir 
everything to combine (careful at this step too, 
it's gonna splatter a bit). After stirring raise the 
flame to high and allow the contents to reduce 
for about 10 minutes (by about 2/3). Then, add 
the veggie stock, cook for another 10 minutes 
(reducing by about 1/3), strain the sauce into 
a container and allow to cool to room temp. 

This can be served that way, or you can cover 
and store in the fridge for up to ten days. 



The final step on day 2 is to stumble off the 
bus at 6am stinking of gin and sex and making 
no effort to wipe the Cheshire grin off your face 
that you earned by spending the last 10 hours... 
uh. In Flagrante Delecto. As you step off the bus, 
raise a finger defiantly in the air and exclaim, 
loudly and to no one in particular, "I AM THE 
HUMAN RACE!" Feel very pleased with yourself. 


DAY 3 


■ 


BLjWe're almost there kids, here's where : 
everyone gets in on the act. In order to make 
the cole slaw you have to shred the cabbage 
and mix evenly with the carrots (or, again, dump 
the shit in the bag into a bowl). Now for the * 
aloll. Cut the bell pepper in half I 


remove the stem and seeds. Using tongs hold 
each half in turn over an open flame until the 
skin is blackened and the flesh of the pepper 
is soft. Carefully scrape off the blackened skin 
(you don't have to do a perfect job or anything) 
and place in a blender with the garlic, lemon 
juice and (N)mayonnaise. Blend until well com- 
bined and then spoon over the cole slaw and 
mix well. Set aside or refrigerate until plating. 

For the vegans: Here's where ya'lls shit 
gets complicated. Slice the tempeh into 1/4 
inch strips. Mix all of your spices in a bowl and 
toss with the tempeh to make a dry rub. Heat 
up a pan over a medium high flame and add 
shortening. Once the shortening is very hot work 
the tempeh in batches until cooked through, it 
should be relatively tender and a bit crispy on 
the outside. Work in batches too, don't crowd 
the pan or it will not cook correctly. Place the 
finished tempeh into a large bowl and pour in 
the I'orange sauce. Toss well to coat. The next 
step is plating, so you can skip ahead to that. 

For the meat eaters: Place the container 
with the duck legs and fat over a low flame so 
that the fat melts and loosens the duck legs (wait 
until it's well melted as the legs are going to 
be fall-off-the-bone tender). Add about three or 
four tablespoons of the duck fat to a pan over 
a medium flame, and allow the fat to get very 
hot. Place the legs skin side down, cook for four 
minutes, then flip and cook for another four. 
Again, if you're making a lot of legs, don't crowd 
the pan, be sure to work in batches. When the 
legs are done, hold each one by the exposed 
leg bone, and using a fork, strip the meat and 
skin into a bowl. If everything has gone well up 
to this point then it should just peel right off. 

Once all the meat is off the bones, use two forks 
to shred the duck into small strips. Really, just 
shred the hell out of it, it's really quite cathartic. 
Make sure that there are no bones in the bowl 
and pour in the I'orange sauce. Toss well to coat. 

PLATING 

To serve, simply halve your rolls, pile 
on your duck (or tempeh), add some of the 
roasted red pepper aioli cole slaw on top, 
top it off with the bun and viola! - Confit de 
Canard L'orange, Atlanta style! You can make 
this shit on 5 inch dinner rolls for a killer 
party platter, or larger sandwiches for a picni 
style lunch’ with chips or potato salad. The 
large sandwiches will serve about eight.

KONNICHIWA!!! THIS IS 
SHIGGY FROM JAPAN. 

This June 2007 my old great friends 
Capitalist Causalities and Voetsek came to 
Japan tour and I toured with them for all 
the date as translator, train guide, drink- 
ing manager... Then Athena told me to write 
something about Japanese scene. Ok, I start 
writing something, but please understand 
funny English!!! I'll write about Voetsek/CC 
Japan tour. Slight Slappers, and Nice View. 

Voetsek/CC Japan tour was awesome. Those 
two American bands attacked and shocked all 
over Japan. June is not good time for tour 


because it's rainy season and no holidays. Also 
last time Capitalist Causalities played in Japan 
was 1999. It was still 20th century!!! Since 
those years, the situation has changed. In the 
20th century when bands from overseas came 
to Japan, it was special occasion so people 
always went and shows were packed. In the 
21st century so many bands came from all over 
the world that it was no more special occasion 
and there are so many HC bands in Japan. In 
Tokyo there are five or more HC/Punk shows 
every weekend. We always wonder until the 
last minute which one I should go to? Mmm... 
Gauze? Slight Slappers? Vivisick? Like that. Too 
many great choices, people became picky and it 
is very hard for shows to be packed with many 
people. The Tokyo HC scene is about survival. 

Because of this situation, we didn't 
expect many people for the Voetsek/CC 
shows. But many people came to the shows 
and went too crazy. People remember and 
loved West Coast Power Violence! I was 
so happy to be with those moments. Many 
new generation people listen and prefer 
only Jap HC, so it is very good to know there 
are many great bands all over the world. 

One funny guy said his favorite is power 
violence style, but he didn't know Spazz and 
Capitalist Causalities! I said "Man, that's 
wrong! It's like you love thrash metal but 
don't know Slayer and Anthrax!" He said 
"Nooooo, that's terrible, I'm embarrassed." 

In Japan Slight Slappers is always active 
n' crazy and they call themselves Tokyo power 
violence. So some young kids thought Power 
Violence was from Japan. But finally kids real- 
ized Power Violence is from USA, same as 
Denny's and Seven Eleven ( I didn't know those 
were from USA until I went US!). I really want 
Slight Slappers to go to play in USA again! They 
went to USA 1997(?) and 98(?) at Fiesta Grande. 
After ten years their show is much more crazy, 
untouchable, violent but makes people happy!!! 
Kubota (singer) looks somebody who is com- 
pletely different from us normal human beings. 
The way his face acts and moves reminds me of 
a Japanese traditional ghost (called Yokai like 
comic Gegege no kitaro). Even other band mem- 
bers said they don't wanna see his face when 
they play. Not only Kubota but also Hiroshi (gui- 
tar) does something crazy at the other side of 
the stage. I never see their show while standing 
near his area to avoid accident from his guitar, 
drinking, shoes, and fire! Maru (drummer) has 
changed his taste, suddenly started to wear and 
act Uke Freddie Mercury and ROB HALFORD. Very 
funny and sexy, but not become gay yet. They 
ave been together with the same members for 


over 15 years. That's very, very rare. People love 
and respect their relationship. I found there are 
many people who retired from HC scene (mar- 
ried, job, got old or bored) who show up only 
to Slight Slappers' shows. They might have lost 
the interest in music, but they miss hanging 
around with Slight Slappers. Their music has 
strong personality but they have anoother strong 
weapon which is their heart. That's very unusual 
strong weapon. So I am still very excited about 
their future with hope, only worry is Kubota' 
and Maru's hair. No hope and future. I think 
Slight Slappers will tour in USA in few years. 

- Also Nice View from Nagoya plan to tour 
USA someday soon. They are also from the 
first Power Violence wave in Japan, and are still 
together with original dudes. Drummer Taro 
just won the D-1 Grand prix which is a drumming 
contest from all music types; the contestants 
have to play for ten minutes as fast and accu- 
rate as they can to keep the beat. He beat the 
best jazz drummer in Japan and got prize trip 
to Africa!! Many people thought he was the #1 
HC drummer, but didn't know he's really Japan's 
#1 drummer. We are proud of him, proud of 
Nagoya Power Violence. They booked US tour 
long time a ago, but they got some trouble, so 
couldn't make it. I wish they can go next time. 

Drummer Taro and bassist Koichiro play 
in another band called Turtle Island. The band 
has over ten people using many Japanese old 
traditional instruments; the sound is based on 
old Japanese rhythms for festivals, mixed with 
rock, punk, groove.. .nobody play this kind of 
music, so it's hard to describe, but very good, 
amazing. I just went to their show in Yokohama. 
There were so many people there, not only 
punks, but normal people and pretty girls. Great 
show! People were dancing crazy. That's real 
Japan sound. Even my mom will like them. 

There is also very sad news. Chelsea who 
was the guitarist of Death Side and Paint Box 
died Aug 18th from heatstroke. This summer has 
been the worst heat, many people have died 
of heatstroke. Chelsea said didn't feel well a 
few days before he passed, then he passed out. 
When somebody took him to the hospital it 
was too late. That sucks, terrible, very bad and 
very sad. He is great guitarist, everybody like 
and respect his playing. All punks, it doesn't 
matter who personally knew him or not, are 
so sad and depressed now. My friend, Mune, 
started Paint box with him, so I got to know 
him. I was really nervous and afraid of him at 
first but tie was very nice and friendly. Mune 
is in prison now; we write each other often. He 
wrote about Chelsea a lot and was very excited 
|o play with him again after get out of prison. 



It's too much pain to tell him. We lost one 
of the greatest guy in Jap HC scene. R.I.P.

RECORDS, MAN. That's why 

we're all here right? I mean, sure there's the 
shows, the scene, the MESSAGE and all that 
other heartwarming DIY stuff that fills most non- 
squares' lives, but real nerds who really nerd 
out on rags like this are in it for just one thing: 
RECORDS. I have a few. I think about them 
often. I've given up calling myself a collector 
as these days I feel more like a scavenger. I've 
completed very few label or even band discog- 
raphies for that matter. My background in DJing 
and beat making probably ruined my chance at 
becoming and anal retentive, excel spreadsheet 
list collector. I think in a way, becoming a 
DJ saved me from turning into a record lust- 
ing recluse. All my friends knew I had a lot of 
records and a DJ set up so I would get asked 
to DJ at parties a lot. Usually 1“ wouldn't do it 
after hearing the kind of music people would 
want me to play. See, I don't own any Tupac 
records and I don't play house music. Lacking 
those discs limited me doing a few parties a 
year. These parties were anywhere from Norteno 
keggers where the guy who's house we were 
at was walking around with a pistol grip shot- 
gun the entire time to a bunch of squares who 
were "afraid" of the music leaving me to play 
records to an empty room. There was this one 
party that neither I nor most people who were 
there will ever forget: Halloween at Bobby J's. 

Bobby is a great friend to the West Bay 
crew. He works at a sports bar in Menlo Park 
that we used to meet at weekly, he was a friend 
and roommate of Zodiak liter (RIP) and he 
knows how to get down with the best of 'em. 

When Bobby asked if I would be down to spin 
at his, then annual Halloween party, I just had 
to do it. It was a huge bash, 4 kegs, bbq and 
due to its location (right next to the freeway) 
was known to go all night. I showed up the 
day of the party, set up all my gear bnd then 
went home to change into my "costume" (it 
was pretty lame - a mechanics jumpsuit and m I 
my faced painted to look like a skull). When 
I returned later that evening I was given my 
payment for the gig - an 1/8 of bomb and an 
8 ball of coke. Usually I didn't get shit, some 
free beer and a bunch of girls complaining that 
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I wouldn't play Prince and Madonna records all 
night. I powered up my shit and went to work. 

Throughout the night, my homeboy Tizoe and 
I chiseled through the 8 ball in between my roll- 
ing through the six crates of records I brought to 
play. People were bringing me pitchers of beer 
from the kegs and stopping by the makeshift DJ 
booth with loaded pipes and regular intervals. 

The night got pretty blurry. At some point I drop 
into a nice set of old school funk and R&B and 
the living becomes packed with people dancing. 
It's pretty was pretty much the pinnacle moment 
for any DJ. People are requesting songs, telling 
me to keep it up and stopping by with bowls and 
beers. Somewhere in all this craziness, a girl 
comes up and asks me if I have any Diamond 
D. She's older than me, not dancing and looks 
pretty square so I ask her if she's into any of 
the other DITC shit. "I used to date this guy in 
New York who listened to all that stuff." Ok, right 
on. I'll talk to you later. More coke, more weed, 
more records, more beer. The night seems end- 
less. Eventually the living room has degraded 
from Soul Train to skid row, people are passed 
out against the walls and on the floor. Most of 
the conscious folks are outside in the backyard. 

I kill the music and check my pager. It's 3am. 

I've been playing records for something like 8 
hours! I find Diamond D girl in the back and my 
coke fueled flirting takes over. She's pretty cool 
and we're hitting it off so I try to get her number, 
but she's tripping on the fact that she's six years 
older than me. We do end up going on a date 
later, but I blow it because I spend the entire 
afternoon before we meet up smoking blunts in 
at my buddy Lil Josh's house. A couple years 
later. I'm dating a girl who is still in high school 
(I know, I know...) and I discover that she is 
a student in Diamond D girl's ceramics class. 

Records, man. They've led me on some 
adventures for sure. Good or bad, most 
memories I have are easily linked to a par- 
ticular record, a trip to a certain store or what 
record(s) I received in the mail that day. No 
matter how many I may sell. I'm always buying 
more. There are not too many things in my life 
that have been as consistent as my desire for 
records. I once worked at a recording studio 
where a client of ours who I frequently bullshit- 
ted with about records told my boss he was n 
impressed with my "musicology"! I'd never 
before heard of a fancier way to describe some 
broke ass fool with a bunch of dusty records.

There are so many great hardcore albums 
out there. I want them all but I live in the middle 
of nowhere. Finding out about good music let 
alone acquiring it can be extremely difficult. I 
have never been to a record store that carries 
anything harder than NOFX. I have spent years 
ordering records from the back of zines, I still 
do. Wasted hundreds of dollars sending off a 
buck here and there for a catalog and stickers. 

All these years later, I am still waiting on half of 
those catalogs to arrive. However, I have amassed 
a collection of over 1500 Cds and countless 
records. About 90% of those were purchased 
from distros. Over the years I have ordered from 
some good ones and some bad ones. So I have 
become an expert of sorts on mail-order. This is 
a list of the current distros I use to get my fix. 

Crimes Against Humanity- Large distro with 
a wide variety of punk, metal and everything 
in between with new stuff added daily. Most 
of the records have reviews written about 
them to help you make your decision. They 
have the fastest service I have ever seen. 

It is like something from the Roadrunner 
cartoons. I am impressed. I need to order 
more from him. www.cahrecords.com 

Haunted Hotel Records- This has a great 
selection of grind. He also carries some cool 
zines about extreme music. Haunted Hotel has 
released some great records lately. Cripple 
Bastards, Catheter, Voetsek, and many more 
gems. This is where I get most of my grind. There 
is still so much he has that I have yet to pur- 
chase. There is a lot to choose from and excellent 
service, www.myspace.com/hauntedhotelrecords 

Interpunk- When all else fails, check 
Interpunk. They carry thousands of releases. 

More on the fashion side of punk , but there 
is still plenty of hardcorlto be found. I use to 
use them a lot in the past, I just can't shake 
the dirty feeling I get when I order from them. 
They have good service and higher prices 
than any other distros that I use. If you can 
find it somewhere else, buy it there it will 


probably be cheaper, www.interpunk.com 
Profane Existence- They mainly carry crust 
and d-beat. Some thrash and grind but their 
thing is crust. I don't listen to it too much so I 
rarely order from them. I am waiting for them to 
release the MDX discography, if you are ordering 
from them list alternates because I have never 
gotten my complete order. They are always out 
of something. They can be slow but you will 
get your order, www.profaneexistence.com 
Rescued From Life- A small distro that I 
have only ordered from a couple of times. But 
I foresee more orders in the future. I got some 
Slight Slappers Cds from him that I couldn't find 
anywhere else.

He has many dif- 
ferent ordering options and he is completely 
reliable, www.soundideadistribution.com 
Sound Pollution- Small distro but everything 
he puts out or carries is excellent. He carries 
all MCR releases and distributes a large amount 
of Brazilian punk. I would say he mainly carries 
thrash/grind but there are a few surprises. Sound 
Pollution is the only label that has yet to put out 
a bad release. This would be my favorite distro if 
he carried more records. The SP releases are low 
priced and the distro's are average. Good service.

TKO records- Well not too much hardcore 
but they do carry Poison Idea.

Why not? 

Fastcore can get pretty boring for some 
of us. Even with so many new bands, a large 
percentage of them sound like less-good ver- 
sions of old bands that were mediocre in 
the first place. Does that make the "noise" 
scene so much more elite? Not exactly. 

But the nice thing about noise is there are 
no boundaries, it's accessible to everyone, 
and the spectrum of sounds is endless. 

When you go to a hardcore punk show, 
you know exactly what every show is going to 
be like. A few bands play sloppy and fast, a 
few bands play a little tighter, someone steps 
on your foot, some stinky kids mosh, you go 
home, and within a week, the experience is all 
but forgotten. When you go to a noise show, 
you will never see the same performance 
twice. It could range from some weirdo sitting 
on the floor, twiddling knobs, to a full blown, 
full-contact performance with costumes, props, 
nudity, you name it. Not to mention, the cre- 
ation of noises that can never be rehearsed, 
nor replicated, exactly the same way again. 

Below is a compendium of what I've heard 
lately. Many of these releases are extremely 
limited. Most are priced extremely cheap, so 
don't be a cheapskate. It's a proven scien- 
tific fact that punks are the cheapest goddamn 
peopleon the face of the earth, so 
there's no excuse for you stinky 
basiardsnot to check out some 
of these sounds when they can 
be had for as little as $2, or event 
less, if you're in the right place 
at the right time... XDUGEF gave 1 
away his "Dangerfield" CDRs for 
free at his show. Contact these 
folks & purchase some sounds.

So after about 25 years of writing for zines 
and publishing zines and being a certifiable zine- 
a-holic, I have pretty much quit. I am not writing 
for any zines anywhere other than Short, Fast 
+ Loud. What does that tell you about this fine 
publication? Exactly... that they have the original 
prints AND the negatives from that fateful and ill 
begotten night and thus hold my future in their 
hands. That said, here are my deep musings 
for this introduction: Go Steelers. Metal rules. 

I hate video games. Only by using copious 
rationalizations that result in the disqualifying 
of religious intolerance as bigotry can the vast 
majority of punks and hardcore fans claim to 
be open-minded and free of prejudice. I want 
to stop typing and go listen to the Germs... so 
here are your metal reviews for this issue. 

Stormcrow / Sanctum 
Split CD 

Originally only available on vinyl, this split 
album can now be snagged by those of you 
who prefer shiny, metallic discs (which, with 
iPods seem to be destined to go the way of 
wax soon). Stormcrow calls their aural assault 
"ripper crust" and who am I to argue? This will 
rip you a new one whether you are crusty or 
not. Combining synaptic-disrupting death metal 
with soul-toasting doom this is a band ignored 
only at perK. Sanctum also call themselves 
crust but think of it in the E.N.T. (whom they 
cover here) or Bolt Thrower or even Carcass 
sense of the word. In other words, death 
metal with a Euro influence. Solid, if not as 
devastating as Stormcrow. A good split.

|lfl energy, passion, and sound as Exodus' Shovel 
Headed Kill Machine. I know it must sound trite 
to say that, since every single reviewer is going 


to bring it up, but c'mon... it's obvious to a fault. 
Although using the word "fault" with such a 
flawless album seems wrong. The only way this 
blasting assault of neo-aggro thrash could pos- 
sible disappoint is if you were foolish enough to 
expect the band to try and make "The Force II." 

Wastoid / Black Market Fetus 

Split CD 

Time for some asbestos underoos boys 
and girls because this CD is going to seri- 
ously toast your posterior. Wasteoid take the 
deranged and flailing ultragrind of bands like 
Brutal Truth and combine it with the malicious 
mayhem of metalheads like Macabre and then 
crank up the insanity ante tenfold. This almost 
has to be heard to be believed. Which means, 
of course, that combining them on one CD with 
Black Market Fetus is sheer brilliance (or sheer 
insanity). BMF are also an amalgamation of 
all things over-the-top. Relentless grinding 
aural destruction at its fiercest. If you put 
this CD on the ole stereo, set a bag of wheat 
in front of the speakers for an hour or two, 
you would have flour. Flour power, indeed. 

Imagika 

My Bloodied Wings 

CD 

I've heard this band compared to Iced Earth 
and there are certainly enough similarities that 
fans of the frigid Gaia will want to check this 
out, but to my mind Imagika are much grittier. 

If Iced Earth were a razor then Imagika would 
be a rusty axe. Incorporating influences rang- 
ing from 80s thrash metal to Judas Priest to 
Savatage, no metalhead with two still-function- 
ing synaptic connections will be able to deny 
the stellar quality of "My Bloodied Wings." 

GRAVE DIGGER 

Liberty or Death 

Even the most mundane of GRAVE DIGGER 
albums can be expected to far superior to 95% 
of the power metal out there. Liberty or Death 
is proof of as much. Compared to the 23+ year 
back catalog of GD releases, this CD has too 
many tame and (dare I say it) brooding moments 
to really shine, however I am still far more likely 
to reach for it than almost anything released by 
the 10,000 Euro power metal bands that recorded 
this year. Even the really GOOD Euro power 
metal (which exists, although must be searched 
for). One odd fact of this CD is that to describe 
it as "hit and miss" would be almost a literal 
description as every other song is better than 
average (whilst the other are merely average). 
This isn't a bad CD at all and for deranged fans 






of the band (I'll raise my hand to that) this is 
just fine, but it would not be a good CD to start 
with if you don't know Grave Digger. By the 
way... I hate the term "power metal" in general 
and especially when applied to a band like this. 

I only use it because it is the norm, but in my 
book this is pure classic Priest-inspired metal. 

It absolutely amazes me to hear people try and 
lay down strict guidelines for sounds like "speed 
metal" and "thrash metal" and "power metal." 
People who do that pretty much are proving 
beyond a shadow of a doubt they are either too 
young to remember metal before Metallica or if 
old enough, were too busy listening to RATT to 
know their thrash from a hole in the ground. 

TIME OF THE WOLF 

s/t 

Time of the Wolf are a black thrash band 
that grew out of the ashes of a screamo band 
that I am not familiar with... and based on this 
CD I'd say let bygones be bygones because that 
was then and this is the Time of the Wolf. The 
question with black thrash often boils down to 
whether or not the emphasis is on the thrash 
of the black (especially if the band features a 
cello, as this band does). Well rest assured, that 
THRASH is the name of the game and "black" is 
simply there to describe the anti-religion bent 
of the band and the screeching vocals. There is 
nothing here that is going to redefine the genre, 
but there is plenty here that will raise this above 
the morass that is the black thrash scene. 

The Fucking Wrath 

Season of Evil 

Three friends who all work at record stores 
and play in bands decide to combine their efforts 
and form a thrash metal band that wears its 
classic metal influences on its sleeve... what's 
not to love? Insane, harsh, and (as oft as not) 
tongue-in-cheek this is a band that understands 
that the thrash metal resurgence can mean 
both a looking forward and a looking backward. 
Although more thrash flavored, TFW have a metal 
vibe not unlike Three Inches of Blood, who man- 
age to sound both progressive and classic at 
the same time. The band even prove to be in 
keeping with the title of this rag as they eschew 
the longer tradition of metal tunes and spit out 
firecracker cuts that almost all run less than 
three minutes (and many run less than two). 

Daymares 

Can't Get Us All 

Daymares combines their love of metal 
and their passion for hardcore into a sound 
that while heavy-hitting and skull splitting is 


certainly going to land safely in the arena 
most call metal-core. Although certainly, one 
would have to admit there are plenty of death 
rock influences... Entombed would not be an 
out of place reference in describing the sound 
of the band. There isn't much on here NOT 
to like, but there sure isn't anything to set 
Daymares above, or even a part from, the herd. 


Black September 
Tide of the Storm 

I love it when a band takes me by surprise. 
With a name like Black September and an album 
cover featuring a tree, an indecipherable logo, 
and storm clouds; I was expecting an atmo- 
spheric black metal band with lots of keyboard 
wanking and orchestra interludes. Nothing 
could be further from the case. Instead Black 
September prove to be a band that one might 
be tempted to call "doom thrash." By that I 



mean, they seem to be heavily influenced by the 
densest of doom metal yet the band rejects the 
plodding pace (much of the time) and instead 
opts to cruise along in overdrive... never out 
of control or totally frantic, but certainly faster 
than the norm for doom. When the band do 
slow down they use the pace as a counterpoise 
instead of a building block. I'm impressed. 


Nux Vomica 
A Civilized World 

Did you ever wonder screemo would 
sound like if distorted with a heavy metal root 
sound? Nux Vomica may have your answer. 
This is definitely more metallic that most 
screemo fans would be used to but everything 


from the CD artwork to the complex riffing 
to the undulating between beautiful instru- 
mental music and deranged screaming brings 
to mind screemo. Fortunately, it brings to 
mind the BEST of screemo. Nux Vomica are 
definitely amongst the bands who have enough 
to offer that they will easily transcend the 
limitations of genre and appeal to a much 
broader cross section of the underground. 

Hugamutha 

Don't Let My Hands Burn Down: 

1998-2006 Discography 
' Not sure if these guys are beyond obscure 
or if I am finally emerging from whatever rock 
I've been hiding under, but I can't remember 
ever coming into contact with them before. My 
loss. This is totally amazing experimental and 
avant-garde metal. The music is like wander- 
ing lost through a forest of sound... you never 
know where the path is leading, you may trip 
over a few exposed roots, and you might even 
be scared of a wild animal or two; but at no 
time is the beauty of your surroundings lost 
on you. If you took a very talented free form 
jazz combo and locked them away for a year 
with nothing but metal albums to listen to, this 
might be what they sounded like when they 
emerged. I absolutely love this. I will say, 
however, that whomever made the final deci- 
sions on the artwork for this CD totally screwed 
up (maybe, it was the band themselves... which 
probably only makes it less excusable). The 
CD looks like it came from some idiotic black 
metal. H.A.M. uses a splattered blood logo 
which is totally indecipherable and the cover art 
of a bloody goat's head only adds to the mess. 

It is unbelievable that a band this good would 
want to have this visual representation sum up 
their career so far, especially considering when 
you look at the covers of their previous releases 
(from which this CD is culled) only on their debut 
demo do they seem to favor this kind of artwork. 

Mehkago N.T. 

305 Death Squad 

I love this kind of stripped down and no-frills 
barrage of noise. It seems to me that Mehkago 
N.T. achieve with their sound what band's like 
Sanctum are striving to create... pure European 
inspired crust played with a grindcore sensibility 
and a whole bunch of E.N.T. and Bolt Thrower 
vibes included to ensure a purity of sound and a 
maximum of aural devastation. There once was 
a day where every other band sounded like this 
and 305 Death Squad would have gotten lost in 
the crowd, but as of late fewer and fewer bands 
manage to create such a solid throwback sound. 




With only five songs on this disc, you could throw 
it on, crank it up, and it would be over long 
before the cops could get there. Gotta love it! 

T.F.D. 

Zen and the Art of Total Fucking Destruction 

The TFD boys are back and I gotta tell you, 
with absolute conviction, that they have never 
sounded as crushing and merciless as they do 
on this offering (and that, my friends, is saying 
something). With a denser and more dynamic 
production than ever before, TFD have increased 
the capacity for aural abrasion and sonic muti- 
lation in their sound. If before they sounded 
deranged, this time they sound completely around 
the bend... Think of it this way... if you could 
use grindcore as a weapon and you attacked 
someone with this CD, your charges would be 
increased from assault to assault with a deadly 
weapon. A couple of years ago Rich asked me 
to pen some lyrics for this band, but my efforts 
were rejected as not apocalyptic enough... i now 
fully understand why. The four horsemen them- 
selves would run home crying for their mommies 
if they heard this. Folks, I hereby certify this disc 
as a masterpiece. Trust me if anyone's state of 
Zen is anything like this CD, they have definitely 
NOT reached a state of harmony with anything. 

40 Below Summer 

Rain 

This is xperimental metal-core with a mix 
of clean and screamed vocals and a blend- 
ing of death and emo with occasional nods 
to hip hop and psychedelica. I love that 
the band are trying something new, but 
I'm not very crazy about the end result. 

Between the Buried and Me 

Colors 

I've heard this band described as the Pink 
Floyd of mathcore. It has got to mean something 
when you are heralded as the Pink Floyd of a 
genre that has progressiveness and experimenta- 
tion at its heart. What that something is, I'm 
not sure. The band has come a long way from 
their self-titled debut and I must admit that at 
times, while listening to this, I wondered if it was 
a trip worth taking. I certainly marvel at the 
complexity and diversity of the hybrid of sounds 
the band has achieved, but I still find myself dig- 
ging the more straight forward aspects of their 
sound and eschewing the more experimental... 
and keep in mind I LIKE experimental sounds. 

The Warriors 

Genuine Sense of Outrage 

This CD is well named but the band's packag- 


ing of their outrage in a sound that blends chug- 
ga-chugga hardcore with metal and groove and 
hip hop does little for me. They may be able to 
bridge the gap between Pantera and Rage Against 
the Machine and Hatebreed... but is that really 
a chasm that needs connected? If you say yes, 
you can rest assured this album will punch your 
ticket and good as everything on here is admit- 
tedly well executed. I, however, will probably 
never find myself reaching for this disc again. 


Aiden 

Conviction 

This is a fitting album to cap Aiden's mete- 
oric rise to international acclaim. It takes all the 
best of their influences from the New York Dolls 
to Joy Division to the Cure to Ziggy Stardust and 
the Spider's From Mars to the Goo Goo Dolls and 
wraps it all up in an extremely solid package that 
is more of an homage to where they are going 
as a band to where their influences came from... 
no small feat for a band that everyone seems 
hellbent on comparing to someone else (if for 
no other reason than to explain their explosive 
popularity). This is definitely NOT a sound typical 
of bands featured in Short, Fast, + Loud but if 
you are more interested in good music than you 
are in conforming to, and pledging allegiance to, 
some pre-determined delineation of acceptable 
music, then you will probably love this album. 



BLASTS FROM THE PAST!! 

Hi there, punks and thrashers. Everything all 
right? I hope so!! Well, after the article about 
overwhelming crossover thrash from the last 
issue, it's highest time to concentrate on "o.o.o." 
(old, odd, obscure) Japanese records again. 

In opposite to my previous columns, I don't 
want to bore you once more with another long, 
needless introduction and since "space means 
money", let's go - "less talk, more rock"!! 


ACID 

“Shock troop.” 12” 

10 tracks / Selfish Records and 
Music Inc. Records split release / 1 990 
“Gray earth” LP 

12 tracks / Selfish Records and 
Music Inc. Records split release / 1991 
Let's start this column with one of the most 
underrated units outta Japan ever: ACID! Back in 
'88, ACID released a demo which included five 
songs ("Emperor shit", "Media warning", "War 
victims", "Deformed by radioactivity", "Suck 
- blood") that appeared in much better versions 
on the stunning "Shock troop." 12" two years 
later (in spite of that "Media" and "Warning" 
are two ditties here), so basically we've the 
demo with four additional tracks re-released on 
vinyl... If you're down to listen to the original 
demo, go and try to find a nearly twenty years 
old tape or, better, hunt down the "Total distor- 
tion of chaos in Japan # 1" comp. CDR (Bootleg 
/ 2002 / also contains CRAZY FUCKED UP DAILY 
LIFE [live '92], APARAT [demo '98], DEFUSE 
[demo '98] and S.O.B. [from the split 7" flexi 
w/ NAPALM DEATH]). As I mentioned before, 
the sound of the demo isn't that good, so you'll 
be satisfied more with the "Shock troop." 12" 
as this fucker transportes permanently quicker 
paced, driving, slightly "burning spirits" styled 
hardcore into your household. Trust me, "Shock 
troop." is an awe-inspiring album, but it can- 
not match with the sheer intensity of the "Gray 
earth" LP because on this longplayer ACID are 
more or less totally out of control: Fast, forceful 
and entirely mad hardcore with a gruff bark- 
ing vocalist! Whoa, I'm at a loss for words... 
Well, not really as I've a small amount of info 
again: Three songs of "Gray world" ("Truth is 
hidden", "War victims", "Suck blood") already 
came into view on the demo and/or the "Shock 
troop." 12", except for the fact that they're a 
hell of a lot more brutal (read: "superior") on 
"Gray earth". Alongside these outputs, ACID 
became visible with five mantras on the "Get 
back the discharged arrow" comp. LP ("Media" 
and "Suck blood" are notorious by now / Selfish 
Records / 1989 / also features CRUCK, MAD 
CONFLUX and MESS) in addition to with two 
cuts on the "Suck my dick!" comp, tape ("Suck 
blood" is presented over again... / Nouzui 
Records / ?? / also investigate GIL, ASBESTOS, 
CRUCK, SOCIETIC DEATH SLAUGHTER, CROW, 
D.Ol D.O.N., FEARLESS VAMPIRE KILLERS, 
LOVEZHE, SIC, FINAL COUNT, JELLY BEANS plus 
T.D.F.). When all's said and done, it seems 
that ACID had as much fun with "Suck blood" 
as FUCK ON THE BEACH still have with "Fuck 



on the beach", and like FUCK ON THE BEACH, 
ACID always played in a league of their own... 



BAWS - "Like let's have a 
ball!" 7" flexi 

3 tracks / ADK Records / 1985 
I suppose BAWS are one of the most odd 
units that put out a record (in this case a clear 
red flexi) on the famous ADK Records label and 
for that reason it's not a shame if you didn't 
hear of them until now. The "Like let's have a 
ball!" 7" flexi carries mid-tempo, exclusively 
strong. Oil-infiltrated streetpunk with deep, gut- 
tural vox and best is that every fucking song is 
a murderous anthem that will you make sing the 
lyrics, which are printed on the inside jacket, as 
loud as you can!! Usually Oi! or streetpunk is 
by far not really the kind of music I'm moshing 
and/or drinking to, but since BAWS have the 
ability to make me want to throw one party after 
the other, I would go so far to say that I undeni- 
ably "love them" (it seems that this phrase is 
"normal" for Americans, but for us Europeans it 
means much, much more...)! Jeezzuuuuss!! To 
what I'm aware of, beside of their two offerings 
on the legendary "Hardcore unlawful assembly" 
comp. LP ("No coward" from the flexi is called 
"Cowerd" here... / AA Records / 1984 / also 
comprises LAUGHIN' NOSE, MOBS, COBRA, LIP 
CREAM, GISM, OUTO in addition to ZOUO), this 
7" flexi is BAWS' only material. Please drop me 
an email if you're acquainted with the contrary!! 


COMA 



COMA - "In a coma..." 7"

tracks / ADK Records / 1985 

Much like BAWS, it's kinda easy to specu- 
late that COMA are one of the lesser known 
gangs out of ADK Records' manufacture, aren't 
they?! So what, COMA, who contained members 
of the mighty KIKEIJI as well as of PHAIDIA 
(who's that?), served not too swift, but exceed- 
ingly potent, somewhat new-wave influenced 
punk in the vein of MASTURBATION and/or the 
aforementioned KIKEIJI. While the first song 
is a very good, pleasant 4:23 minutes loooong 
instrumental, the other three tunes are a little 
bit (!!) shorter, but the shortest track, "Coda", 
is still running 3:01 minutes... Usually I like 
my musical protests brief and to the point 
(short, fast and loud, eh?!), but COMA indis- 
putably stand out! Oh yeah, before I'll forget 
- there's one thing that annoys the fuck out of 
me: On the back sleeve, where the lyrics are 
printed too, COMA announce "Speial (no, not 
"special" - the critic) Thanks to Pan, the Lord 
God and Everybody. God bless you!"... Man, 
keep this fucking religion out of hardcore!! 



DOWN BY LAW -"Anti..." 7" 

4 tracks / Voice Of A 

Generation Records / 1991 / 150 made (hand 
numbered and limited for mailorder only) 

Of course, this is not the horde Dave 
Smalley was involved in as without a doubt the 
Japanese DOWN BY LAW were (and still are) 
waaay better than America's DOWN BY LAW... 
That being said, Japan's DOWN BY LAW present 
slower to truly hasty, wholly abrasive, to some 
extent violent, yet hook-laden hardcore which 
lives from an enormously pissed off shouter 
- nothing more to add!! At the moment I'm typ- 
ing these lines. I'm running out of comparisons, 
but fans of radical Japanese punk in general 
should be pleased with the "Anti..." EP. I remem- 
ber precisely that back in '91 1 mailordered this 
ogre just because of an ad in MRR and this was 
a good idea because next to this limited as fuck 
single, the package also came with a comp, 
tape which contains one song each of E.S.I.P., 
DOWN BY LAW (yawn...), STANCE OF CHAIN 


plus FIST LAW. On a side note, the cassette 
exists in an amount of only 150 hand numbered 
reproductions too... However, I cannot memorize 
that I ever saw this bastard (I'm talking about 
the vinyl...) within a distro list and this state- 
ment should suggest that not more than the 
abovementioned 150 copies, that, by the way, 
enclose a lyric sheet as well as a patch, were 
pressed. If this is true, the chief of Voice Of A 
Generation Records should be executed cuz 
in one way or another it's a crime to liberate 
such nuggets in ssooo restricted quantities!! 


KYOJINBYO 



"Black current hard coar" 7" flexi

"Fukkatsu" 7" 

10 tracks / Museum Records / 1990 
KYOJINBYO were kind of a mysterious 
band since I guess, apart from of a few fanat- 
ics devoted to Japanese punk, nearly no-one 
ever heard of them - not even their name, 
which translates into something like "Madness 
Disease" or "Insanity Disease"... That's a dis- 
grace for sure because KYOJINBYO absolutely 
ruled! The "Black current hard coar" 7" flexi 
features nothing but quick, belligerent and to 
some extent totally noisy, yet rhythmic hard- 
corepunk to the friggin' max and on top of this 
wall of sound stands a completely awesome 
hoarse screaming songster who's puking out 
tons of venomous poison. Think of a very (!!) 




sloppy variety of GISM mixed up with L.S.D. (no, 
not the drug!) and CONFUSE and you got the 
picture. Riotous, blaring punk cannot be played 
any better, full stop!! The "Fukkatsu" 7" is even 
faster, much more aggressive plus rougher (if 
something like this is possible...) and therefore 
it leans more on the hardcore side of harder 
edged music. If you've only the money to obtain 
one of these two masterpieces, I urge you to get 
the (almost) unbreakable EP cuz this effort will 
make you shit your pants - at least if you're, 
like me, an '80's Japcore addict! Sadly both 
platters neither include lyric sheets or inserts 
(at least my copies don't have any) nor got 
the re-release or bootleg treatment, but I was 
told that the "Fukkatsu" 7" was/is also avail- 
able on LP (500 made?) as well as on CD with 
seven or eight additional songs. Rumors say 
that the bonus stuff are re-mixed tracks of the 
"Black current hard coar" 7" flexi, but since I 
never ever saw this output, I dunno!! Another 
tittle-tattle is that there's also a KY0JINBY0 / 
DAZZLE split 7" flexi out, but this is not true 
as this tiny salver simply doesn't exist! In '87, 
KY0JINBY0 appeared on the "Ningen Omnibus" 
comp. 7" flexi along with DAZZLE (they're 
called HARD LES here) in addition to ADENOID 
as well as THE SPLASH. Somehow it seems 
most people are confusing this sampler with 
a split 7" flexi... I personally also never came 
across this flexi, that features exclusive live 
tracks from KYOJINBYO, and as a result, without 
the fantasy of an existence of a KYOJINBYO / 
DAZZLE split 7" flexi, I'm more or less "deaf, 
dumb and blind" too (read: I don't have further 
information!)... Anyway, KYOJINBYO are still 
astonishing, thus check them out without delay!! 



NINGEN HORMONE - "s/t" 7" 
flexi 

6 tracks / Joker Records / 1984 
To be brutally honest: I know next to noth- 
ing about this outfit as this flexi is the only 
NINGEN HORMONE (= "Human Hormone") 
stuff I'm familiar with... Nevertheless, NINGEN 
HORMONE dished up decelerated to a little bit 


more rapidly, powerful, kinda rhythmic and fully 
rude punk with from tip to toe, pissed off, nasal- 
ly vocals. Shit, in some way the singer reminds 
me of an utterly drunken Johnny Lydon of the 
SEX PISTOLS, but that doesn't stand for that 
NINGEN HORMONE sound like the SEX PISTOLS 
at all as the opposite is much more true! Let's 
just say that NINGEN HORMONE are really hard 
to describe cuz as it's late at night right now, 
I'm running out of words. Whatever, this tre- 
mendous salver, which comes on clear red vinyl 
and has the lyrics printed on the inner sleeve 
(at least I think so - my Japanese got a dash 
of rusty recently...), wasn't repressed or boot- 
legged and this is a huge loss for you cuz Ebay 
isn't the most low-priced mailorder around... 



RINJYU-ZANGE 
"Who's the founder?" 7" 

6 tracks / 

Adventure Family Records / 1989 

"A man's worth" split 7" w / DISCLAIM 
2 tracks / Fight Men Records / 1990 
I've only a little knowledge what RINJYU- 
ZANGE actually means ("Dying Confession" or 
"Dying Repentance"...), but that's not important 
(to me...) because this foursome unquestionably 
was and still is amazing! On "Who's the found- 
er?", RINJYU-ZANGE deliver entirely fast, raw 
hammering, but always kinda catchy, traditional 
Japanese hardcore over and above husky yelling 
vox. Whoa, these six offensives are reminiscent 
of a filthy version of BANDIT and this associa- 
tion was a huge compliment!! Unfortunately the 
"Who's the founder?" EP doesn't include any 
inserts and wasn't re-released or bootlegged 
which sucks as this mandatory single should be 
accessible for a reasonable price! I'm informed 
that dedicated Japcore enthusiasts sold their 
grandma for "Who's the founder?", so believe 
me that this fucker kills on contact! A year later, 
RINJYU-ZANGE crammed two songs on their side 
of the "A man's worth" split 7" w / DISCLAIM 
and even these slits cannot match with the pure 
insanity of the "Who's the founder?" 7", "Masses 


of the hypocrite" as well as "Blind for money" 
are still two frantic, rough numbers that keep 
my petite heart bubbling! Sadly this split 7", 
that lives in a fold out envelope and comes with 



the libretto, wasn't repressed or bootlegged 
too which leads to the question why every 
shitty "Death killed by bloodstains" band/record 
was illegally re-issued and milestones like the 
aforementioned two EPs are ignored constantly! 
Beats me... On the other hand, I don't have to 
heal the world from all it's cancer! Nonetheless, 
RINJYU-ZANGE also materialized one smashing 
accident on the "Tokyo Santama City hard core!" 
comp. 7" flexi (MCR Company Records / 1990 
/ 1.500 made / encircles LESS HAZE, G.J.P.B. 
and GIL as well) and that's all I'm acquainted 
with from them... All in all, RINJYU-ZANGE 
definitely stood the test of time, hence you, my 
friend, have to listen to them immediately!!

DRIPPY BLACK CANDLE TO 
THE THESE RABID FUCKIN' 
LUNATICS. QUESTIONS 
WERE CONJURED BY DOUG 
(WITH SOME SINISTER 
ASSISTANCE BY "UNHOLY" 
ANDY SHTICK) AND THE 
ANSWERS WERE PUKED 
FORTH BY THE OLD GOAT 
HIMSELF, VOCAL WIZARD 
AND SUPREME DEATH 
METAL TYRANT DON OF 
THE DEAD! 


SFL: Please introduce the current 
members of the band! Who does 
what? Strongest drinker in the 
band? Biggest ladies man? 

\ NS: Don of the Dead, voice, 37 years 
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old. I arrange most of the songs and 
write almost all the lyrics. Jim Sadist, 
drummer & voice, 36. He writes most of 
the music. Reaper, bassist & guitarist, 
20. He helps write music and criticizes 
NUNSLAUGHTER. He is by far the most 
desirable of the four of us. Hell, ladies 
have made websites about him. Zack 
Massacre, guitars, 24. I would have to 
say he drinks the most. 

SFL: What was it like at the 
beginning of the band's career? 
Which bands inspired you to start 
NUNSLAUGHTER and who still 
inspires you today? 

NS: When we began in Pittsburgh, 
there was no one that thought this 
music was any good. Basically the 
three of us that started the band were 
kinda outcasts. Death metal was not 
really a valid form of music and it was 
scoffed at. In the earl days we were 
into DEATH, MASSACRE, BATHORY, 
HELLHAMMER, VENOM, SLAYER, 
MORBID ANGEL, MATRICIDE and v 
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many other demo bands. I guess the 
bands that still inspire me to continue 
are bands that are still doing what they 
set out to do. SABBAT, AGATHOCLES, 
BLOOD, DECEASED. All of these bands 
have continued to make music without 
compromising themselves. 

SFL: What was the response to 
the band in the early demo tape 
days? What were the attitudes of 
other bands and the underground 
media in general? 

NS: The very idea that we were going 
to start a satanic metal band in PGH 
was laughed at. But we persisted and 
released our first demo much to the 
chagrin of our fellow scenesters. People 
must remember that death metal was 
the bastard child. It was way uglier than 
heavy metal and people at the time 
were interested in thrash metal. Because 
of the simplicity and topics, death metal 
was treated as kinda the "untalented" 
place for nowhere musicians. 

SFL: Any particular allies or 
enemies in the early years? 

NS: Strangely enough there are some 
people that I was writing to back then 
and in recent times got to meet them. 
Yoshio and Takashi from Japan I got 
to meet a few years ago and we used 
to write all the time in the 80's. Lifers 
are not that easy to come by but I have 
been fortunate to know quite a few. 

SFL: How have things changed in the 
last few years? It seems that NS have 
become more recognized, at least 
overseas. 

NS: I would say thdt NUNS LAUGHTER 
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has gained some notoriety in many 
other countries. We have no problems 
setting up records or splits with bands 
or labels. Our reputation of a band 
that delivers precedes us. Right now 
NUNSLAUGHTER is exactly where I 
want us to be. 

SFL: You guys have managed to 
do what very few bands can do: 
remain very loyal to your original 
sound without either "maturing" 
or becoming stale. After twenty 
years, has this become a 
challenge? 

NS: Sometimes we find ourselves 
repeating an old riff but then we just 
change it a bit. Arrangements seem to 
just happen. We don't really have an 
issue because we have worked with 
many different guitarists over the years 
and they have different styles. For 
^ recording we are always up for being

in a different environment. I think that 
is very important to keeping the music 
sounding different. 

SFL: On a similar note, does 
coming up with lyrics that fit 
the NUNSLAUGHTER vibe ever 
get difficult? Maybe it's just 
because they're the songs that 
I tend to enjoy the most, but I 
got the feeling there was more 
of a direct expression of violent 
and pissed off anti-Christian 
sentiment on the new LP. 

NS: Occasionally I get writers block 
(everyone does) but I keep my mind 
active and open to titles and subjects. 
Jim comes up with some titles and then 
I write the song so that helps. I think 
you are correct, this album is a bit 
more directed at anti-Christian beliefs. 
Living in the USA, it is difficult to avoid 
Christians and their value system. I 


think the older I get the more I see how 
the church is always trying to push their 
values on me and that in turn pisses 
me off and I write violent songs about 
Christ. 

SFL: What do you think of the 
way the underground works now 
versus the way it worked when 
you guys began? Pros and cons? 

NS: I am not much into the demo CDR 
or downloading mp3s. It is just not 
something that interests me but I do 
understand how it makes it easier for 
new bands to get their music out there. 
When we started the underground 
was just beginning. The avenues to 
get your music out were narrow. You 
needed to be involved in the music 
scene and through writing to people 
and connecting with bands your music 
was spread around the world. Now 
that can be done with just a click of 
a button and people and bands do 
not really have to connect. I pity the 
people that only enter the underground 
superficially. 

SFL: Your approach is very 
different from that of the 
average current metal band. You 
guys basically just go out and do 
it yourselves, which is far more 
in line with the nuts and bolts 
of the original hardcore punk 
community. When did metal 
go from tape trading and die 
hard fanaticism to becoming a 
situation where all these bands 
are just waiting for someone else 
to do everything for them? 

NS: Fuck, I wish I knew. Best I can 
figure is it either never existed or it 
happened in the 90's when metal 
turned to shit. The more I meet some 
of the old guys that /nade metal 
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that I liked the more disappointed I 
become. I am finding out that the vast 
majority of them were not really into 
the underground metal movement. 

They wanted to be a rock star and get 
signed. It is sad sounding but true. I 
was of the impression that the bands 
were doing the underground because 
they wanted to be in the underground 
but that is a fallacy. 

SFL: Do you think the digital 
disconnection has a lot to do with 
this? Do you see a change back 


to those days of real enthusiasm 
ever coming? 

NS: The digital thing is separating 
"music fans" and "people that listen 
to music". "Music fans" are people 
that are compelled to buy an LP, track 
a recording down, trade demos and 
are all around obsessed with having 
everything they can find from a band 
they like. The "people that listen" to 
music are the ones that tell you they 
have 1 200 songs on their iPOD or they 
downloaded the new so and so CD. I 
blame the major record companies for 
moving towards downloading. In the 
vinyl age this did not happen because 
you got cool artwork and posters, 
stickers and lyrics with the LP. In the 
CD age, companies have made the CD 
packaging totally lame. Basically all 
you get is the music and if that is the 
case why the fuck not download it. 

SFL: How did you hook up with 
Jim Sadist? How has the band 
changed since he came into the 
fold? 
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NS: I met Jim at a MORBID ANGEL 
show back in 1 992 (or so) in 
Pittsburgh, PA. He came down from 
Cleveland with some other Clevo 
metallists and when I saw people at the 
show that I did not know we started to 
talk. He mentioned a bunch of demos 
that he had and then he mentioned 
NUNSLAUGHTER. I told him I was in 
that band and he did not believe it. 

We did some trades that night and 
he mentioned that if we ever needed 
a drummer let him know. His chance 
came in 1 995 on the "Face of Evil" 
demo and the band has not been the 
same since. 

Having Jim in NUNSLAUGHTER has 
made the song writing easier. He 
seemed to want to continue to make 
it the same way I wanted it. No big 
changes or advances just simple death 
metal. 

SFL: Is Jim totally insane or is 
driving around with inverted 
crosses and goats' heads 
painted on the hood of your 
Toyota just a normal aspect of 
daily life in Cleveland? 

NS: His car is fucking hilarious. 

SFL: Have you had any really 
freaky or funny members of the 
band in the last 20 years? Any 


potential members or try outs 
that just didn't work out? 

NS: All of the past members or 
potential members have their own 
story. I think we have had about twenty 
members or so but the ones that stick 
out would have to be Blood. He was 
a solid guitarist but always wanted to 
punch people in the face. Steve Eggs 
tried out but just could not get the fast 
stuff. We even took promo photos with 
him. Another guy who tried out was an 
excellent musician. He even translated 
classical music to the guitar but just 
could not get the down picking right. 
SFL: What was your first 
overseas tour like? 

NS: At the time we did not really have 
many shows under our belt. The scope 
of NUNSLAUGHTER at the beginning 
was to never play out so I think our 
first "real" show was in 1 999. The 
"Hell On" tour was in 2000. I was not 
sure what to expect. It worked out in 
the end but at the time I was willing to 
put up with a lot more than I am now. 
We spent to much time traveling and 
not enough time doing shows. I think 
in twenty eight days we did sixteen or 
seventeen shows. Our bassist hurt his 
eye and got home sick and went back 
before the two biggest shows on the 


tour. We did them < 
bassist. 

SFL: What were your initial 
thoughts on how different it was 
from playing in the USA? 

NS: Playing in Europe is nothing like 
the USA. People actually get into the 
music. They participate in the show. 
They march in for war and hell. Not so 
in the USA where we are lucky to get 
two people head banging. 

SFL: What were your thoughts on 
touring Japan? 

NS: Japan was a bit surreal for me. 

I have an affinity towards Asian 
cultures so my anticipation was great. 
Our hosts treated us very well and 
the people of Japan's metal scene 
embraced our Devil Metal. 

SFL: Any major differences you 
noticed about the gigs and the 
fans there? 

NS: The shows were organized to 
perfection and the audience, although 
subdued during intermissions, were 
frantic during the show.The clubs 
actually were prepared and acted 
like they wanted us there. I would say 
that was the major difference between 
there and here. 

SFL: How was this year's 
Scandinavian tour? Any weird 
stuff happen? 

NS: I guess on the "Nordic Nightmare" 
tour the most interesting thing was 
when Zack's camera was stolen by a 
girlfriend of one of the other bands. It 



totally cool and we were lucky to be 
able to tour with them. 

SFL: What did you think of the 
response you guys got from the 
two live gigs you played in the 
USA this year? 

NS: Oregon was absolutely amazing. 
The people were total thrashing 
maniacs. The place we played was 
an old theater so there was plenty 
of room on stage and in the crowd. 

I guess about 300+ people played. 

Our local show with BRODY'S MILITIA 
and MIDNIGHT was crushing. I was 
pleased to see so many punks and 
metallists come out for a show. That 
was our first show in Cleveland in 
two years and we thoroughly enjoyed 
it. Maybe we wont wait another two 
years to do our next show. 

SFL: What are some of your 
favorite releases? Your history of 
releases has been way out of the 
ordinary and you guys seem to 
get more and more creative with 
each release . 

NS: Thank you for noticing. When 
we started we were limited by the 


amount 

of time. Since we hooked up with 
Hell's Headbangers the intricacies 
of each release has gone up. 

They are willing to listen to my 
ideas and together we come up 
with some innovative packaging. 
Hell's Headbangers has access to 
a print shop so making the design 
come to life is much easier then 
just placing an order and hoping 
it works out. Many of our records 
”are hand assembled, folded, glued, 
etc. Most bands are unwilling to put 
that extra work into a release. Hell, 
occasionally I will go down to Hell's 
Headbangers and spend six to 
eight hours making the records. 

SFL: Could you pick a few of 
your more elaborate releases 
and explain how they came 
into being, how you came 
up with the ideas for them, 
etc? Any releases that you 
think turned out especially 
awesome or that didn't work 
out in the way you'd hoped? 
NS: "Burn the Cross" 7" is one of 
my faves. It is just totally in your 
face. The die cut cover is also a big 
plus. So far our biggest achievement 
has been the "Damned in Japan" 
box. There was so much planning and 
time that went into that release. All 
the releases have their own charm. 

The "Christmassacre" 1 2" turned out 
better than we thought. The pressing 
company could not do all the records 
we wanted so they offered up many 
different shapes. So that record 
ended up having fourteen different 
versions. That is one case where the 
fuck up worked out for NS. Most of 
the ides take a few weeks or months 
to develop. It seems dumb but figuring 
out how to make the packaging is 
challenging. If we had all the money in 
the world we could just hire someone 
but doing it with a budget and hand 
assembling the items ourselves makes it 
personal. 

SFL: Have there been any ideas 
for special packaging that were 
never made because they just 
weren't feasible or that got cut 
down due to some unexpected 


was pieced together who stole it and 
then she returned to the club with the 
camera. Anyway long story short, 
people were drunk and there was 
yelling and a bunch of shit. In the 
end the camera was returned. By the 
way it was no one in DEMONICAL 
or NOMINON. Both bands were 
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difficulty along the way? 

NS: So far I don't remember any 
that we have not been able to pull 
off. Ideas change as a project moves 
forward. We find different methods of 
printing and cutting that serve us better 
than what we first thought. The shaped 
picture disc EP was fucking expensive 
but by doing 1000 or them + some 
additional black vinyls we made the 
release affordable. 

SFL: Have you ever experienced 
any real difficulties due to your 
graphics and lyrics being so 
over-fhe-fop? 

NS: Plenty. I have quite a few emails 
stating that a particular company 
will not work with NS because of the 
subject matter. The "Goat" LP on Hell's 
Headbangers was delayed because 
we had a pressing plant in Utah turn it 
down. The "Fuck The God In Heaven" 
release had many difficulties with the 
cover and the shape CD + the LP lyrics. 
Needless to say we were banned from 


a few places. It is always something 
with these fucking Christians. 

SFL: What criteria do you have 
to release a split with a band? 
Have you ever agreed to work 
with any bands that turned out 
to be a nightmare? 

NS: We really have none. Basically 
I gauge the sincerity of the band 
and their ability to get the material 
recorded. Some people want to do a 
split but I have no faith in them pulling 
through. I have agreed to a few splits 
that just never worked out. One that 
comes to mind was a split LP with 
EXHUMED. After a year I gave up and 
went with SPAWN OF SATAN. 

SFL: What do you think of 
modern metal and hardcore 
punk in general? 

NS: Metal is just kinda boring. 

Bands are all trying to be heavier 
and faster and they forgot how to 
just write a good song. Memorable 
riffs to me is what makes a good 


elaborate compositions they just have 
monumental riffs. Punk seems to march 
on. The Victory music hardcore does 
not do much for me. It is simple fodder 
for the masses. I do like some more 
modern punk bands but I am deeply 
rooted in 80's punk. 

SFL: All the guys in the band 
have several other musical 
outlets. Anything you'd like to 
tell the SFL readership about 
those bands? 

NS: Jim is by far the busiest. He 
keeps the band names alive long 
after the band has run its course. 
Currently we are working on SATANIC 
THREAT. It is a band based on the 
legendary MINOR THREAT. We 
wrote the music in a similar vein as 
MINOR THREAT but made the lyrics 
satanic. I am very proud of what 
has been recorded. We even have 
Shaun (ex-NUNSLAUGHTER) on 
guitar. He was in such great bands as 
GORDON SOLIE MOTHERFUCKERS, 

9 SHOCKS TERROR and most recently 
ANNIHILATION TIME. The 7" is 
already recorded and Gloom Records 
and Hell's Headbangers are co- 
releasing the record. Hope to see it by 
the end of the year. 

SFL: What are some of your 
plans for the near future? 

NS: Many and varied. We have 
our Japan DVD in the planning 
stages. Our split 7" with MUTILATED 
MESSIAH, split 7" with UNHOLY 
GRAVE, split 7" with GRAVEWURM 
and some others I don't want to 
reveal yet. Needless to say, we will be 
keeping busy for the rest of 2007 and 
well into 2008. 

SFL: Any final farewell words for 
the punks and thrashers reading 
this? Thanks for bringing your 
hellish wisdom to our humble 
pages, Don! 

NS: Hell is in the heart. Metal is death. 
Death is metal. NUNSLAUGHTER 
death metal.

Tepe. I really 
liked that fast and angry music and 
when I at last got a record player, I 
started to buy mostly hc-records. In the 
end of 80's I started also listen 77-punk 
too. In this day I still listen only punk/ 
he nothing else. I never started to listen 
heavy metal or anything else, because 
I have no need to do that. I have ne 
ver been very political but one thing I 
sure can say that I don't like right wing 
politics. I really hate it. 

Janne: Yeah, we all grew up in 
Kauhajoki, a small town with only 
1 5,000 inhabitants and a stranglehold 
of Centre Party (people think Centre 
means the party's political position 
between right and left, but it is actually 
a lot more close to right wing). I first 
became interested in music when I 
heard a load of Little Richard songs in 
a row. I was impressed by the energy 
and the sheer mayhem they created, 
and I was basically hooked for life. 
Eventually, listening to all those 50's 
artists led me to the Cramps, whose 
music was somewhere between 
rockabilly and punk, a form of music I 
had previously loathed. So it was time 
to change my view on punk. Hearing 
Dead Kennedys, Terveet Kadet and 
Lama further convinced me that this

As a kid I didn't really care 
about politics, so the political 
environment at that time didn't 
affect me much. Well, maybe then if 
there would have been some sort of 
totalitarianism or something. 


1 ) Tell us how you got into punk 
(what was your life like at the 
timer where did you grow up, 
the political environment, what 
music led you to punk,etc) 

Raine: Born and still living in Kauhajoki, 
Finland. Around '85 I started listening 
to a faster form of metal than I used 
to do. So, basically just reading 
thanks lists of Anthrax, Metallica, 
Slayer etc. records, introduced me 
a whole new kind of music. I think 
bands like D.R.I. (Crossover), Cryptic 
Slaughter (Convicted), Wehrmacht 


Wasky: I grew up in the periferia of 
Kauhajoki, I was real hillbilly boy 
and I didn't know anything about 
music, I didnit listen anything before 
my older brother bought a couple 
of punk cassettes in early 80's. One 
was Dead Kennedys "Fresh fruit for 
rotting vegetables" and I really loved 
it. That LP is still number one on my 
top 100 punk records. Then I got lots 
of mixed tapes with north-american 
hardcorebands from my schoolmate 




was the way for me. Those early 
experiences with punk and hardcore 
were hilarious. Holding the Poison 
Idea "Pick Your King" in your hands 
and realizing it was on clear vinyl 
(never seen one, no) and it had 1 3 
songs and of course the blistering 
music itself on it was almost too much 
for me and my equally baffled cousin. 
Or hearing "Pay To Cum" for the first 
time on the "Let Them Eat Jellybeans" 
compilation: "wow, what was that?" 

I guess you all know what I'm talking 
about. And because at that point I 
was reading both MRR and Forced 


Exposure, I became aware of many 
other kinds of music too, but that's 
another story. 

2) Wasky, please explain to 
the masses what is a Finland 
Hillbilly? 

Wasky: It's something like a Finnish 
version of that hillbilly banjo guy 
from the movie Deliverance. Well, 
without the banjo of course. 

3) How did VALSE TRISTE form? 


Wasky: Previously 
mentioned Tepe had 
also a punk band. He 
played drums and his 
neighbour Nyronen was 
guitarist and did the 
vocals too. They played 
mostly without bassist, 
because there were not 
enough punks to play 
bass in the whole town. 

It was late 1981 when 
Tepe first time asked me 
to shout in their band. I 
didn't do that because 
I lived too far from the 
rest of the band, it was 
too hard to get into 
rehearsals. Summer 
'82 Tepe asked me 
again and then I was 
interested enough to 
take the job. In the first 
rehearsals we called 
ourselves in different 
names, like Death Agony and so. In 
'83 we got bassist Joensuu who had a 
good name for us. It was Valse Triste. 
And that name stayed. 


Raine: I was allured to the band in '93 
when the bass player at that time (Mr. 
Kasari) was lost again. They had a 
gig in Tampere and called me in the 
morning if I'd fill in. Well, that was it, I 
never got away. 


Janne: In mid 80'$ me and my friends 
had a band that was influenced by 
Kansanturvamusiikkikomissio, Terveet 
Kadet, Husker Du and Cramps, and 
we needed a singer. In my school 
there was this weird guy with a 
mohawk, Wasky, who we didn't really 
know that well (just admired him from 
far), was someone we wanted to sing 
in our band. After a few beers, he was 
willing, and since the former version of 
VT had been laid to rest a few months 
earlier, we figured we could use the 
name. I myself played with Valse 
Triste from 1 986 to 1 989, and then 
rejoined in late 1 993, a few months 
after Raine. 


4) Valse Triste: please explain 
the band name and why you 
chose this name . 
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Raine: Translation is probably something 
like "sad waltz"... it's not really 
finnish. Originally the name is from a 
song of a Finnish composer. But I don't 
think it really mattered what it meant 
and where it came from. The boys 
were probably just so excited that they 
came out with so cool sounding name 
back in the early 80's. There's not 
much to it, just a name. 

5) Tell us about the Finland 
punk scene and your early 
9'9*- 

Wasky: Finnish scene is quite big and 
there are so many bands in different 
towns that it is hard to tell about it in 
couple of words. In my town Seinajoki 
there's no real punk scene at all, 
only couple of punks or so. I think 
the biggest scene is in Tampere. At 
least there is the only punk club of the 
country which has punk bands playing 
nearly every day. It 's Vastavirta club 
and I think nowadays nearly every 


foreign band play there on 
their Finnish tour.There are 
still some old venues, where 
we used to played in the 
80's and 90'$, but most of 
them don't let punkbands 
play there anymore. Or in 
those towns there aren't any 
punks left who could arrange 
gigs. Couple of weeks we 
played in one old place 
called Lutakko in Jyvaskyla, 
where we were first time in 
“91.1 have a bad memory, 
/>; I remember hardly anything 
from 80's and 90's. I'm 
afraid I have Alzheimer 's 
disease or something. 


Raine: I can't tell you much about the 
early gigs... (as well, haha) although 
I saw the band live few times starting 
from '88. Shows were always some 
sort of performances, didn't know 
whether to laugh or cry. Actually, 
there are all kinds of bands playing in 
Vastavirta Club, not just punk bands, 
but a whole lot of them anyways. 
We've played with tons of Finnish 
bands through out the years. There 
are many bands we might consider 
friends, I'm not sure if they feel the 
same about us. F.e. Hero Dishonest, 
Juggling Jugulars, Kyklooppien 
Sukupuutto, Abnormi, Kohu-63, 
0§asto 1 1 ... I think one of the most 
important people in the scene is 
Jantsa of Toinen Vaihtoehto-zine, he 
has done amazing amount of work 
for Finnish punk/hc. Sadly right now 
he's hospitalized because of the brain 
stroke. It takes at least four people 


to do his work with the zine. It's a 
fucking miracle how he used to do it 
without going berserk. 

Janne: The earliest VT gigs, from 86 to 
89, were sloppy as hell and usually 
ended up with blood everywhere. No, 
we weren't violent or anything, just 
sloppy. You can't really talk about 
the Finnish scene without mentioning 
Puntala festival. Resurrected from 
a long hiatus a few years ago, this 
festival is somewhat legendary. 
Imagine more than a thousand punks 
gathered together in the middle of 
Finnish forest, enjoying good music, 
good company and the warm Finnish 
summer. The other of our singers, 
Mikko, is one of the main organizers 
of this festival, so it goes without 
saying that Valse Triste play there 
every year. For instance in Puntala 
we've played acoustic sets with a kind 
of "Madman's Wheel of Fortune" that 
people can spin to make us play songs 
the Wheel orders us to play. Usually 
we play our normal chaotic show, but 
every once in a while we like to try 
something different. 

6) Finland punks are famous for 
alcohol/drug consumption ... 
same for VT?? (tell me about 
parties, fun, any good stories) 

Wasky: We are half drunkpunkband. 
Janne and Essi don't drink much, at 
least before gigs. Mikko sometimes 
drinks a lot, sometimes nothing. Raine 
drinks always as much as possible. 
And I drink only on the gigs. Anyway 
the drinking is not the main thing. 




felt that someone jumped or

I tried to pushed him/her 
away and then I felt that more 
people jumped on the same 
pile. Suddenly I heard "niks 
naks" I understood that I was 
lying on my back on the floor 
people pogoing over me and I 
couldn't move any part of my 
body. I realized that my nec 
k was broken. I saw Mikko's 
wife on the pit looking at the 
band that was still playing. I 
started to shout at her "call the 
ambulance, I broke my neck". 
At first she didn't hear me 
because of the noise, but then 
she understood that something 
was wrong, because I was just 
lying still on the floor. Then 
the rest of the band stopped 


More important is to do a good show, 
sometimes it happens, sometimes not. 

I remember one time, when before 
our gig couple of punks gave me too 
much Viru Valge (Estonian vodka) 
because I can't say no to free alcohol. 

I was so drunken on the stage that I 
don't remember anything about the 
gig. It was of course recorded on 
a tape and it's now fun to hear that 
everytime it's my turn to sing all you 
can hear is "eeeeaaaargghururuolol 
drofrofroooarh". You can't even tell if 
I was onstage when it was my turn to 
sing. It's really the only gig that I can't 
remember anything from. Oh yeah, 
and then I remember another story 
when Raine slept away before the gig 
(his only time if I'm right?) because he 
drank too much vodkapunch. Other 
guys were going to the stage and I 
found Raine sleeping at the backstage 
with a glass of beer in his hand. I 
woke him up and he was like "What 
the hell? Who am I ?" and then we 
went on the stage and played like 
nothing has happened. 

Raine: Except Essi (the guitarist) said 
that I desperately tried to open the 
bass case from the wrong side and 
it took a while before I noticed it. But 
I think you can leave off the drugs 
when it comes to us. There's always 
something happening, sometimes it's 
far from fun at first. A few years ago 


I asked after a festival gig: "When 
are we going to play?" Probably 
not all of us were smiling at that 
time. Last year in Helsinki we did 
two gigs in one night. The first one 
was just basic-roaming, but second 
one was at Vuoritalo (RIP) where we 
were supposed to sleep. We played, 
let's just say, in very entertaining 
condition. But it was fun as hell! 

We even performed two songs with 
playback and the gig ended up in 
massive pillow fight. As stupid as it 
sounds, it was a brutal show. 

Wasky: Yeah, that pillow fight was 
something unbelieveble. It was fun 
to be onstage when the air is full of 
flying pillows. I even lost a piece of 
my teeth when I got a pillow on my 
face.Yeah, that was a pillow, not 
a brick. Another not so funny story 
happened over five years ago, when 
we played in the litte squat called 
Irmeli in Tampere. It was the last 
concert in that place and the place 
really looked like that. People were 
partying like the world's coming to 
an end. We were the second last 
band and most of the audience were 
very crazy and drunken. When we 
played it got really chaotic. There 
were no stage at all, we just played 
on the floor and me and Mikko were 
singing in the middle of the pogoing 
crowd. Some time during the set I 


playing and people started 
wondering what has happened. At 
last the ambulance came and took me 
to the nearest hospital. My neck was 
fucked up and I was fully paralyzed. 
Only things I could do was to speak 
and to move my eyes. After one week 
they put titanplates inside my neck 
in a surgery. Within one month I 
started to walk and after three months 
they sent me to home. Now I am 
pensioner, because I'm still partially 
paralyzed from the right side. I can't 
walk or run normally and my right 
hand is like a second left hand. Well, 
shit happens. 

Raine: Of course you have to remember 
that doctors told Wasky that he would 
never walk again. I'm certain that he 
was just too stubborn to follow their 
assumptions. 

Janne: It's funny how a lot of people 
assume we're on drugs or something 
because our music is slightly 
unorthodox, but all it takes is a few 
bottles of keskikalja. 

7) Tell us about the release of 
your records . Did you guys 
plan all along to make 
records or did it just happen 
by accident? (how were they 
made , who released them, 
what was your relationship 



with the label, where were 
they recorded, etc) Please list 
discography here! 

Wasky: Well, I think with us everything 
happens just by accident. When we 
started to play, we didn't think about 
records or even gigs, because we 
were so shit players. We just tried to 
keep the noise in our hands. After 
a couple of line-up changes we got 
enough songs to make some gigs. 
Then we decided to go to the studio 
to make a few demos. At last, after 
seven years of existence, we made 
our first EP. After that records have 
just materialised on their time. First 
full length was released as late as '99. 

Raine: During my presence, the records 
have been done whenever we had 
the time and the money. For example 
this latest effort "Madon luku" LP took 
us about 3 years to make. We live so 
far from each other and that, along 
with some other things, takes the word 
laziness to a new level. The songs just 
pile up until there's enough to make 
a record. This time we needed 20 
of them to make an album. Mostly 
the people who release the records 


are friends or/and fans, of course 
we put our share of the money to the 
records. Seven first EP's were released 
by Haba Joensuu/Trash Can Rec, he 
was originally a bass player in the 
very early days of the band. There's 
always someone crazy enough to 
release something from us...

Now I want to start this by 
discussing the brief history of Pure 
Hell. Will you please share how Pure 
Hell came about? How old were you 
all and can you state who were the 
members and their positions of the 
band? 

Stinker) vox- guitar) Chip (guitar) Lenny(bass) 
Spider(drums) Like the band that your 
generation of rad SF&L readers are probably 
familiar with "total fucking destruction", we 
grew up in Philadelphia during the turbulent 
changes of the 60' s and 70' s era. We were 
16-18 years old when we started playing in 
my basement and converging on the scene 
of Philly's legendary South St. Spider and I 
attended private schools in the Rittenhouse 
Square area, and our debut as a band 
occurred in my final semester's talent show. 
We would later haunt venues like "The Hot 
Club", Theatre of the Living Arts and "The Act 
One" but 1 st, there was a trip to NYC. 

2. Pure Hell's explosive raw sound 
takes its influences from the likes of 
Mothers of Invention, The Stooges, 
Jimi Hendrix and especially the NY 
Dolls and MC5 which is evident in the 
band's music. Were there any other 
bands that you all listened to that 


may have an influence? 

Music wasn't the only influence that shaped 
our personalities. I was in the 2nd grade 
when Pres Kennedy was assassinated. I 
practically believed that I was one of the 
"Children of the Damned". That was a movie 
in which they had kinetic powers in their 
fluorescent eyes. Phil Specter, Motown, the 
British invasion, Jimi Hendrix and electric 
racing cars all had an influence. Iggy and the 
Stooges were as real as it gets. Funhouse is 
a non-fictitious piece of work. We were also 
intellectual about music. Try taking orange 
sunshine(acid) and listening in headphones to 
"Weasels Ripped My Flesh". 

3. You said Stinker that MC5 and the 
NY Dolls were the main bands you all 
looked up to. What was it about these 
bands that you admired? 

They were about converting conservative 
structure. One being civil and the other 
social. But, our culture was about not having 
to look up to anyone. 

4. Curtis Knight whom played with 
Jimi Hendrix back in the day was the 
band's original manager but you all 
had problems with him that resulted 
















We were lucky to have Fisher take 
over at the time. He and Richie 
Wolf(part owner of TLA in Philly) 
continued to financially support 
the tour along w/ITB Agency. Both 
are still close friends. We simply 
discussed our plans and problems 
with Roy and executed w/o 
hesitation. 


in his firing . What were the conflicts 
that the band had with Knight? 

Curtis was great on one hand that he 
recognized the universal genre we displayed, 
as did Hendrix. Did you know that Fast 
Eddie Clark was Knight's guitarist before 
joining Motorhead? But we were a new 
generation and we were doing the driving. 
The cards lay where they fell. We didnt have 
time to fight with him. 

5. I want to talk about Roy Fisher 
of Snazz Entertainment in England 
who was first to bring the NY Dolls 
to London and also brought Pure 
Hell to England to tour in 1 978. He 


also took over as the new manager 
of the band after Knight was fired. 
How did Fisher end up becoming the 
new manager of the band? Were you 
satisfied with the way he managed 
the band? 


6. I want to go back and talk 
about how the band moved 
from you all's hometown from 
Philadelphia to New York City 
in 1 975. The first generation of the 
punk scene in NYC was really active 
with bands like NY Dolls , The Mad, 
The Dictators, Ramones, Blondie, 
clubs like CBGB's, zines, labels 
starting up and not to mention the 
nightlife. The NY scene was really 
happening back then and that's what 
lured you guys to NYC because of 
there was a lot of action there. Am I 
right?! 


Imagine 42nd Street before former Mayor 
Rudy Guiliani cleaned it up. Add the 
commission(la cosa nostra), a blackout and 
Son of Sam. You cant be in the business w/o 
engaging NY-LA-London.

They did a show in Jersey and I was 
in the CBGB equipment truck when the 
transmission caught on fire. We were 
in the middle of the Lincoln Tunnel 
scattering in panicking traffic like a scene 
out of John Carpenter's "Escape From 
New York" featuring the cast from the 
Rocky Horror Picture Show. No kidding!

UK, Germany, France and Belgium 
but unfortunately all the shows in 
Germany, France and Belgium were 
canceled and the band only did 
shows in England and some shows in 
the UK. What caused most of the tour 
to be canceled? 

Original Punk was out of gas by 1 979. With 
the end of the Pistols, the revel started to 
die. The industry began "cherry-picking" its 
next acts(Blondie, The Clash, The Stray Cats 
just to name a fewjfor mainstream mass 
production. The fact is punk veered slightly 
from its social cause, culture appreciation/ 
poverty. There also was a description thru 
publicity stating that we were more than 
"typical punk". That discouraged die-hard 
fans. 

7 7. Speaking of the shows the band 
did in Europe it must have been 
an exciting experience for you all 
to go overseas. Can you tell what 
were your experiences in Europe like 
Stinker? Did you meet people who 
knew about Pure Hell? 

Awesome, it turned out to be everything 
that I pre-meditated it to be. England 
always intrigued me. With all the second 
page coverage put out in the major music 
publications(New Musical Express and 
Sounds) Everyone was aware of our 
presence in the UK. 

18. Did people in Europe ever make 
a big deal about the band being 
all black and playing punk rock 
than the US? Pure Hell was always 
under the moniker First Black Punk 
Band back then like the band was 
a publicity act or something. How 
did you feel about this? Any racist 
incidents ever happened? 


In Europe, the people are serious living 
under a Monarchy. They were not just a title 
called "punk". The people were squatting 
because they had no choice. The Slits/The 
Clash thrived on the pulse of the West 
Indies/Jamaican/Rastafarian culture. Knight 
exploited that fact using it as a moniker to 
my dislike as the 1 st all black punk rock 
band. The National Front got out of hand 
in Leeds but in the end described us as 
different. You seem bent on this being about 
a "black thing". Most fans didn't think 
exaggerating the fact was necessary. 

79. In early 7979 between the 
European tour Pure Hell went to LA 
to do a show at the infamous punk 
venue The Masque in Hollywood 
with the Germs, Dead Boys and The 
Cramps. Wow I 
betcha that was 
a killer show!!! 

So what was the 
crowd's response 
when you guys 
played? Was 
there a particular 
incident that you 
remember that 
happened at the 
show? Did you do 
any sight seeing 
of Hollywood? 

The crowd was 
wild, I surfed the 
crowd. They were 
dragging Darby 
Crash(singer from 
The Germs)out of the 
place while he was 
passed out, black 
boots and all! Bators 
once took me to 




Joan Jett's residence. She asked me, "What 
was I doing wearing her cock-belt?" Then 
she vamply kissed my cheek. Now that's 
a site to see! I beleive "the dean of all 
hardcore punk" (Henry Rollins) was there. 
Intellectually poised, sober, fasting and 
angry. 

20. Ok I want to talk a little about 
the band's outdoor adventure in the 
town of Ridgecrest in the Mojave 
Desert you told me about. A group of 
French people were putting together 
a concept album called Words Can 
Organize Without War. The French 
people had the Cramps, Dead Boys 
and Pure Hell to participate and 
they also had trailers out there where 
the bands can stay in. Stinker can 
you tell us what was your experience 
like in the desert? What was it 
exactly you guys were doing? How 
long were you all out there? Any 
crazy stories you wanna share? Did 
the album ever get released? 

The Cramps turned into ghouls when we 
got to the desert. The WCOWW project, 
became a farce. I think poison ivy put a 








We weren't aiming to change our character 
and motive. LA tended to give our writing 
inspiration a face lift. You probably hear 
a lot of hot-chick influence too. 

People we knew in 
London, NY and 
LA were friends 
with Kathleen 
and Jim Wert at 
4th St Recording 
in Santa Monica.

spell on me and I'm still under it to this day. 
The album never got released. 


27. The band played its first show 
in NYC at a club called Mothers 
around 7 975 or 7 976 with Wayne 
Jayne County and the Electric Chairs. 
How did you feel playing your first 
show? Anything weird happened that 
usually occurs with a band playing 
for the first time? What was the 
crowd's response? 


Mothers was another stomping ground for 
the nightlife usuals. Everybody who was 
anybody showed up on any given night. 

I felt the way I always feel when we play, 
Excited!!! So was the crowd. 


22. Alright cool Pure Hell played 
a lot of shows at NYC's rock venue 
Max's Kansas City but you told me 
the band never played CBGB's which 
was odd to me because tons of 
awesome bands played there and 
with a band like Pure Hell it would 
make sense for you all to play there. 
How come the band never played 
CBGB's? 


You know it could of been because 
Johannsen reminded us about Altamont 
Speedway. Or, it could of been because 
Spider pawned something that belonged 
to Elda Stiletto and in return, he was being 
stalked by John the Baptist. Its more likely 
that we didn't beat around for long when 
Knight came onboard. We were bent on 
going somewhere unlike so many others. 

It didn't take long to organize our tour of 
Europe. 


23. In 1980 Pure Hell played its 
last show at Max's Kansas City 
then the band unfortunately split up 
Afterwards. What caused the break 
up of the band? 

As mentioned in previous questions 1 979 
was a turning point. Cheetah(Dead Boys) 
joined us for a couple of songs at Max's. 
That was the end for a while. 

24. After the band split up 
Stinker you and drummer Spider 
continued to record material with 
other musicians in the mid 80s then 
you guys started doing recording 
sessions still under the name Pure 
Hell for the Black Box cd in the mid 
7 990s.Your title of the recordings 
was called Black Box because 

it relates to the black box that is 
retrieved from a downed aircraft 
which sounds interesting. Some of 
the material for the Black Box cd 
was done at Santa Monica 4th Street 
Recording Studio in Santa Monica , 
CA. and some of it was done in a 
studio in Long Island, NY. Why were 
the sessions done in two places? 

We were established on both coasts at the 
time. 

25. I listened to the songs from 
the Black Box cd you put on the Pure 
Hell myspace page and they are 
alright they have a less punk sound 
and a more hard rock sound. When 
you started the Black Box project 
what direction musically did you 
want it? What was the recording 
process like making the black box 
sessions? Were some of the songs 
done live in the studio? Are you 
satisfied with how the Black Box CD 
came out? 


recorded. Overall, we were satisfied with 
the outcome of the recording sessions. 


26. Ok now lets talk about your 
drummer Spider who played on the 
Black Box recordings sadly passed 
away of pancreatic cancer in 2002. 
Stinker you told me that you and 
Spider were best friends since school 
days and you guys had lots of fun 
times together. Can you share what 
type of person Spider was? And tell 
me about the friendship you had with 
each other? 


He was my toxic twin, evil sometimes but I 
lost a brother. He could charm anyone. Girl 
magnet and thief, all in one. 


27. Moving along there are some 
well known names in the rock world 
that participated on the Black 
Box sessions. Lemmy Kilminster of 
Moforfiead played bass on the remix 
of the Pure Hell song Wild One 
and he also did back up vocals on 
the song The Call. Charlie Clouser 
the keyboardist of Nine Inch Nails 
played keyboard on some tracks and 
you Stinker played guitar and lead 
vocals. Lemmy and Charlie along 
with Mick 
Cripps of 
80s LA 
rock band 
LA Guns 
all took 
part in 
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engineering/producing the Black 
Box CD. How did this collaboration 
come about? Were there any other 
musicians involved in this project? 
How long did it take to record the 
Black Box cd? It must have been an 
awesome experience working with 
Lemmy. What was it like working 
with him? 

Jim Wirt, Mick Cripps and Charlie Clouser 
were all in the "Burning Retinas". Lemmy 
goes back to the UK tour 7 8. He appeared 
in an independent TV show we did in 
Hollywood and later accompanied us in the 
studio. His approach at the helm is with the

28. You are 
the main

Now Nat Records 
from Japan wants to distribute the 
Black Box CD. How did you get 
in contact with the person behind 
the label? Have you found any US 
labels that would be interested in 
putting out the Black Box CD?

30. The next topic I want to get 
on is Pure Hell's first LP the Noise 
Addiction album which was recorded 
at Right Track Studios in NYC in early 
February and in September 1 9 78. The 
band recorded most of the tracks at 
this studio before going on its first 
European tour. The recordings were 
also by your manager Curtis Knight. 
Then while touring the UK on the first 
tour the band recorded some tracks 
for the LP on December 18th 1978 at 
the Utopia Studio in London which 
was produced by Tony Me Phee. What 
was the recording process like in this

31. The Noise Addiction LP which is 
a killer classic punk record by the 
way finally got released recently 
back in 2006 by Mike Snyder of 
Massachusetts based Welfare 
Records. Mike bought the original 
recordings from Curtis Knight's 
wife Kathy O' Connell (Curtis Knight 
passed away years ago) and 
released the LP on CD plus the live 
1 978 performance on DVD which has 
sold out. Stinker you must have been 
so happy the Noise Addiction LP 
finally got released when it should 
have been out 28 years ago. How 
come the Noise Addiction LP never 
got released back then? How did 
you get acquainted 
with Mike of Welfare 
Records?

Shitty tour story #5. 

I used to be in this band called thee Gut 
Monkeez back in the early 90's. We went on a 
little tour with the Zero Tolerance Task Force 
from AZ up to the Pac-North West. It was fun 
hanging out with the homies, but their bass 
player was a complete fucktard jackass that 
annoyed us all. We played our final show in PDX, 
set up by some riot grrrls (after all is was the 
90s) who had a beef with some of the ZTTF 
lyrics being unfriendly towards women (I'm 
not kidding). ..so after me talking this shit out 
with the head riot grrrl and ensuring them that 
if they were real women haters/misogynists I 
wouldn't dare be touring with them, they were 
allowed to play. After the show i just wanted to 
go home, nobody else wanted to make the drive 
back to the bay area, so I spoke up saying I'll 
drive the entire 12 hours back no problem. I was 
fine the first couple of hours, but somewhere 
between Medford OR and the Cali state line I 
came around a bend in the highway and there 
across the entire highway was about 8-10 elk. 

I was mortified, because I was doing about 65 
and I didn't wanna hit any of the magnificent 
beasts. I blared the horn, tried to slow down and 
ease the van thru the heard, there was no way 
for me to stop.. .they scattered but one actually 
ran in front of the slowing van and made contact 
with it's hind legs, giving the van a mighty kick, 
taking out the passenger side head light and 
grill. I thought ok he's not hurt, but upon further 
inspection at the next gas station I saw some 
blood and fur stuck to the dangling head lamp. I 
felt fucking ill as all hell. I cried all the way back 
to the bay for that elk, hope he lived. 

Shitty tour story #4. 

On the first Voetsek tour we had a show set up 
at the Creepy Crawl in St. Louis. Kinda cool 
club. We were on the bill with some whack-ass 
street punk band called Louisville Leftovers er 
something like that. Somehow their drummer 
found out we had a song called $30 Sweatshirt. 
So this guy gets all heafy and emotional about 


bands having to charge that much for merch, this 
from a guy that has never toured. He demands 
'do you even know how much it costs to make a 
hoodie', I reply, yeah $8-12.. ..this only adds fuel 
to his fire, he calls me a fag and as he walked 
away yells over his shoulder 'you need to learn 
to support the scene'.. .pretty funny. Next thing 
I knew his shitty band was on stage and he was 
shouting on the mike "this is for that faggot from 
California, and I'm not staying to watch your 
band either"....we were heartbroken. 

Shitty tour story #3. 

When I was in a band called Dairy Queens we 
managed to schedule our very first US tour just 
in synch with Hurricane Brett. To make this tour 
story even worse, we were 5 people plus gear 
all crammed in a shitty station wagon that had 
been sitting in my front yard for almost two 
years prior to us getting it in what would pass 
for working condition. We had gear wrapped in 
a blue canopy thing on the roof of the station 
wagon. While on the east side of the US, we kept 
running into these horrendous downpours. We 
didn't have decent wipers on the car and ended 
up having to buy a set so we could at the very 
least see where we were heading. Most times 
we were forced to pull over and wait out the 
rain; we actually missed some shows due to 
having to wait, which really hurt our cash flow. 
When we got to Florida the hurricane was at full 
force, crazy winds and torrential downpour. After 
hanging out inside some tourist store shoplifting 
shot glasses, we came out to find that the 
streets surrounding the store were all flooded 
about 4 feet high. There was this yuppy guy that 
approached us with an offer of payment if we'd 

help him push his beamer to high ground the 

parking lot of the store where we had parked. 
There were 5 of us, so why the hetl not. This 
begun our quest for cash. We helped the yuppy, 
then went car to car asking people if they'd pay 
us to push their cars to higher ground... I think 
we made more money doing that, than on the 
whole tour. 


Shitty tour story #2 

On the next Dairy Queens tour we scrounged up 
some money to buy an old shitty van from some 
Christians. We haggled over the price for 30-40 
minutes then I told them "well we're a Christian 
rock band and if ya wanna help us deliver Jesus' 
message you'll take what we got". They gave 
us the van for a few hundred bucks than what 
they were asking... gawdbedamned was that van 
a gigantic piece of shit! We had enough room 
in the van for the band, a merch grrrl, and a 
mechanic. That's right, we brought along my old 
roommate Austin purely for repair purposes. I 
give it up to that dude, he worked on that van 
every fucking day of a 27 day tour. Fixing the 
carburetor in the bitter cold of the highest peak 
of the Rockies to changing spark plugs/wires in 
the hot ass funk of the Jersey turnpike to fixing 
everything engine associated in the grueling 
desolate cold nights of every bullshit town we 
played. The van came to a screeching black 
smoke filled halt in Tulsa OK. Thankfully we were 
amongst friends, the Septic Tumor dudes and 
their friends, who quickly became our friends as 
well. We kicked around many ideas about what 
to do with the van. ...we knew we were gonna 
miss our last 6-7 shows on the road back to 
the bay area. A couple of ideas that were poo- 
pooed; getting day labor jobs in order to raise 
the cash to fix the van for a week, after all there 
were 5 us that could bring in enough cash to 
fix that money pit of a van and leaving the van- 
buying bus tickets back home. In the end our 
bass player Joey P called his boss and had him 
charge us a U-Haul and trailer to drag that piece 
of shit van home. I think it was something like 
$1400-1500 for the van that sat in my driveway 
for another few years, finally to be abandoned 
when I moved to SF. Guess it was Jesus' way 
of getting back at us for playing like we was 
Christian. 

Shitty tour story #1 . 

Second Voetsek US tour. We had done a little 
west coast tour with Conga Fury and Chainsaw 
from Japan, in which another shitty van we 'd 
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bought was breaking down left and right. At 1 
some point Iwas in the van sitting in the sam 
position for 14 hours. When that tour was over 
we had a few days before leaving for a full on 
US tour. In those few days I kept complaining 
about my left calf hurting. I thought I'd pulled 
a muscle. I kept applying icy/hot and taking 
aspirin. We left for the US tour heading south 
first, the pain increased in my calf and my foot 
started swelling. By the time we hit Dallas/ 

Ft. Worth I knew what was wrong with me. I'd 
read an article about a women that incurred 
a blood clot on a long flight over seas. My 
symptoms seemed real similar. So after our 
show 1 drove to the nearest hospital, by this 
time I could not stand due to the intense pain. 

I told my examining nurse, what I thought I had 
and he quickly rushed me in to ER. They gave 
me an ultra sound and found the blood clot in 
my upper left thigh. I was admitted and told 
I'd be there for at least a week to 10 days, no 
more shows. This was devastating to me to say 
the least. I begged for meds I could just take 
with me, that this tour was really important 
yadda, yadda. The doc was having none of it. 
They explained that if the clot or part of it were 
to break off and move to my lungs or brain I'd 

most likely die this didn't scare me until 

months later when I was still on the blood 
thinner cumadin for that clot. The band stayed 
in Ft. Worth for a few days with me until we 
decided they should just drive to the east coast 
and try to make some of the shows and that I'd 
fly out as soon as I was released. I was left in 
very capable hands of Corinthian and Mercedes; 
they brought me food and visited every day. 
They were also the people that got me to the 
airport when I was free to go. I caught up with 
the rest of the band in Providence Rl, now 
walking with a cane.

5. Near gay bashing in St. Louis 
The version Ami tells in her list leaves out 
the part where we threw the equipment into 
the back of the van super fast after the show 
because it was looking like a fight was going to 
break out. The thing is, everyone who knows 
Ami knows she can hold her own in a fight, but 
not against an entire gang of drunk steroided 
boot boys, especially when her backup would 
have been me, Scotty, Tobia, and Negative Tom! 
We burned rubber getting the fuck out of there. 

4. Denied at the border on the Weapons of 
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nad forgotten to bring my passport on the 
tour, so I was worried that I was going to be 
the one to fuck things up for everyone, but they 
were actually going to let me cross the border 
because of my teaching credential (teachers get 
their fingerprints run through the FBI's system). 
The scary part of the ordeal was that there is 
no such thing as a statute of limitations, nor 
is there any truth to a person's records being 
sealed for crimes committed before the age 
of 18.

swore up and down that the engine had been 
rebuilt like a champ, it had a new transmission, 
and was good to go.

Negative 
Tom drove his truck on the tour, so at least we 
had that. Me and Ami hopped in Tom's truck 
and we drove to a rental car agency that was 
an hour away. We thought the problem would 
be easily solved, but it turned out that they 
didn't accept debit cards, which was all we 
had. I was delirious from tiredness and the 
gas fumes I'd been breathing the last couple of 
days in the van, so this part gets a little cloudy, 
but somehow Ami managed to convince the 
manager of the car rental agency that we were 
a Christian rock band (notice a theme?). This 
lightened him up and he ended up renting us 
the cars— amazing! The tour was saved. We 
drove back to get our Japanese friends who had 
been happily swimming the whole time. Lucky 
for us, we never switched the pink slips of the 
van over to one of our names since we bought 
it in true last-minute punk rock fashion, so we 
stripped the van of everything that could be 
remotely traced to us (peeled off the Voetsek, 
Conga & Chainsaw stickers, etc.) and we ditched 
the van at the KOA. We heard later that the guy 
we bought it from got fined for the towing and 
junking fee, and had a good laugh at his karma 
coming back to get him. Rebuilt engine and 
new transmission my ass! 
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2. The New Orleans Police suck 
When I played in The Dread, we had gone on 
tour one summer, I think it was '93, and one 
of the shows we were most looking forward to 
was in New Orleans because we were meeting 
up with our good friends, SUBMACHINE. The 
show was an awesome bouse show where 
we all pqrtied our assesoff. After the show, 

■ we decided to continue the party priTJourbon 
^Mtreet, We all piled into one van and made it 
, to Bourbon Streft, but before we could park, 
we got pulled over by the cops/ Stash was the 
designated driver, so he was totally sober at 
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the time. ; The cops made us all pile but of the 
van, and the short version of the story is that 
everyohe fnThe Dread except the, and Doug, the 
bass player from SUBMACHINE, got arrested. 
Needless to say, this put a damper on things. 

The next morning, Alex from SUBMACHINE and 
I woke up early, and went to the local jail to 
bail the boys out. I'll never forget the sight of 
watching big ol' orange-mohawked Alex politely 
asked the desk sergeant where the drunk tank 
was. I think the sergeant was so surprised that 
someone who looked like Alex could be so polite 
that he went out of his way to help us. Things 
continued to get worse because the computer 
system was down, so he couldn't find where 
the boys were in the jail.

Pull over mother-fucker! I'm gonna fuckin kill 
you, pull over!" The guy is screaming in my 
ear while he's choking me with a strap, and 
the other two members of Words That Burn are 
getting attacked as well so there is no way to 
turn to them for help. That's the kind of thanks 
we got for trying to help some stranded guys 
on the side of the road, in the freezing February 
weather the winter of 2005. So we're on our 
way back to Wisconsin from Minnesota, and i 
see a smoking car on the side of the road with 
a guy jumping up and down trying to flag down 
some help. I pulled over, and there are 3 guys 
explaining how they just need a ride back to St 
Paul, MN because their car is broken down and 
they're freezing cold. Little did I know, earlier 
that night, they had stolen that car and used 
it for a drive-by shooting. Once I get back in 
my van with them, I realize that there are four 
of them, so Hart, our bassist, sits down on the 
floor to give them some room. The drive to 
the city was fine, we were all chatting, and as 
soon as we get into St Paul, one of the guys 
starts choking me with a strap and telling me 
to pull over and that he's going to kill me. The 
other guys put a gun to Hart's head and tell 
him not to move. Ozzy, our drummer, ended up 
on the floor beneath the dashboard while the 
van started turning into a tornado of violence. 
Instead of pulling over, I floored the van figuring 
they're going to follow through with their threats 
of killing us anyway. There was no way I was 
going to let them get away with my van, our 
equipment, and most importantly our lives. So 
another guy reached over and put the car in 
neutral and then was about to smash me in 
the face with a large glass bottle. I fought with 
the dude and jammed the van back into gear. I 
drove the van about 60mph into the back of a 
parked truck. I aimed the van so that I wouldn't 
kill my bandmates. There was a guitar amp 
that ended up ramming into the back of the 
guy's head that was about to hit me with the 
wine bottle, his face shattered the center of the 
dashboard. Another guy hit the door frame and 
left a bloody imprint qf jiis-face on the tjack.of ' 
the passenger seat. He pctually bent the back 
part of the seat all the way forward into the 
dashboard. Pretty.mucrall of us passed out 
from the impact. Three of the carjackers ran off. 
Hart ended up'inside the distro box sjjmihow, 
with one of the carjackers on top of him!'

And the cherry that tops this 
story off is that I got sued by the guy whose 
truck I crashed into! 


DOUG LONG 

I've heard enough insane tour horror stories to 
realize that I've only ever experienced minor 
inconveniences. There's always some amount of 
unfortunate bullshit to be expected while driving 
a rental van full of freaks from one basement 
to the next and I’ve had pretty good luck with 
it over the years. That said, here's the few 
unpleasant situations I've found myself in: 

5. In the summer of 2003, BRODY'S MILITIA did 
a short East Coast tour with VOETSEK. En route 
to a matinee gig at ABC No Rio in New York 
(where we'd hoped to wow the crowd with our 
rousing set of CRIPPLE BASTARDS covers) we 
got our heads stuck up our asses and wound 
up totally fucking late getting into town. After 
a few stressful hours of semi-comedic "country 
pumpkins getting lost in the big city" driving 
headaches (you can't bring a U-Haul trailer 
filled with amplifiers and camping gear through 
the Holland Tunnel, dumb ass) we arrived at 
the club just in time for the show to be over. 
People were literally walking out the door as 
we were walking in with our guitars. We went 
ahead and played (poorly) for the members 
of VOETSEK and a couple of homeless people, 
then loaded our gear right back out to the truck 
and went off on fool in search of some good 
Indian food. Later, on tne way out of the city, 

'we were in the middle of having some more fun 
^reaming at the map when our Swedish copilot 
and temporary tour vocalist Esse Bloodshed 
informed us that there were some bikers in a 
station wagon next to us making, frantic hand 
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gestures. Jlip, the man behind the wheel of our 
vehicle, decided to just ignore them since they § 
were obviously some sort of road pirates out to 
hijack us. Another minufe^worth of distraught 
"roll down your goddamn window" hand signals 
later, the bikers informed us that our U-Haul 
trailer was completely open. With mental images 
of our gear bouncing out all over the highway, 
we all yelled various suggestions at Jim. Not 
one for paying any mind to backseat drivers, 

Jim decided the best course of action would be 
to hit the breaks, speed up, switch lanes, hit 
the breaks again, swerve back and forth and 
then finally yank the truck off the highway at 
the next exit ramp! Our boxes of merch, the last 
thing to be loaded into the U-Haul, were literally 
teetering on the end of the trailer when I went 
back to close the door. 


4. At some point early in 1992, my very first 
punk rock band ZOMBIE TERRORISTS was asked 
to come down to North Carolina and play some 
two-day punk rock shindig called the Popsicle 
Jubilee Festival. Being small town kids just 
out of high school and having hardly even left 
our basement to play gigs, we were stoked 
as hell at the chance to go play in front of 
someone other than each other. We invited 
all our friends, girlfriends and several other 
random degenerates to come along with us and 
the trip turned into a party on wheels. When 
the time came to leave, we packed up the van 
and everyone took off in the van toward North 
Carolina - everyone except for me, the guitars 
and a few other tidbits of gear. I waited in the 
parking lot of the practice space for our friend 
who had volunteered to drive the the second 
vehicle to pick me up. He was attending a 
BODY COUNT concert that night (yes. Ice T's 
cop-killing metal band) and was supposed to 
pick me up right after the show let out. He 
finally got there sometime just before dawn, 
still drunk and nearly blind after having been 
maced and beaten up at the BODY COUNT gig. 
For whatever idiotic reason, he decided that 
he should still drive. We loaded up and went 
for eight of the scariest hours worth of driving 
that I can remember. To add to the torture, the 
only tape he had in the car was the shitty new 
METALLICA album (the black cover one featuring 
the irritating non-classic "Enter Sandman") so 
we listened to that about a million times on the 
way down. We got to the show super late and 
totally burnt to find that the venue had been 
shut down. The show was moved to some other 
place, then it was canceled, then it was back on, 
then canceled, then moved to another venue. 


etc. We were like zombies trying to stay awake 
and figure out what was going on. It turned out 
that all of the bands we'd wanted to see had 
played the night before, no showed or ended up 
deciding to leave during all the bullshit. Being 
too young and stubborn to give in, we stayed 
and finally got to play (poorly) to a handful of 
people who were less than impressed with our 
special brand of Ohio shitpunk. We got payed 
about ten dollars (which we spent on beer) 
and then headed home feeling like we'd really 
kicked some ass. On the way back we wound up 
getting on the highway heading south instead 
of north. We didn't notice the mistake until we 
were many miles deep into South Carolina. 

This two hour detour depleted what little was 
left of our cash and we almost ran out of gas 
somewhere in the middle of the mountains of 
West Virginia, where the idea of a 24 hour gas 
station seemed to have not yet caught on. To top 
off the awesomeness, our alternator belt came 
off and we were left stranded at a truck stop for 
a few hours until some biker helped us fix the 
problem. The guy was cool enough to also give 
us a few bucks for gas in exchange for a copy of 
our crappy 7" and some weed. His handiwork got 
us almost home and then the alternator crapped 
out for good. We cruised the rest of the way 
with no headlights and totally unable to stop. All 
of this aside, the trek was still somehow fun and 
I got to see ASSUCK for the first time which was 
totally worth all the hell. 


3. At the end of HELLNATION's 2003 Brazil tour, 
Al and I were trapped for three days on the 
porch of Mozine's apartment in Sao Paulo with 
Ken. I know that it probably sounds relaxing 
to sit on your ass in some beautiful South 
American setting with nothing to do but enjoy 
the sun and have some beers, but if you've ever 
been around Ken when his ADD-enhanced cabin 
fever sets in, you'd know the truth. The horrible, 
hellish truth! 


2. During our summer 2005 West Coast tour 
with VOETSEK and WIDESPREAD BLOODSHED, 
BRODY'S MILITIA got to play our first gig in 
Mexico. We were stoked and arrived nice and 
early. The show didn't start until pretty late so 
everyone got fucking shit hammered in some 
appropriately seedy jbackstreet tittie bar while 
waiting for the fiesta to begin. Muchas cervezas 
baratas! Being a couple of fucking boyscouts, 
Esse Bloodshed and I stayed semi-sober in the 
hopes of being able to maneuver back across 
the border after the gig was over. We played 
(poorly) and then ended up back at the bar for 


a few more hours of liquid refreshment and 
mammalian protuberance-based entertainment. 
At ungodly o'clock in the AM, we finally got 
the vans loaded and made our way toward the 
border.

Mozine who we were staying 
with went to get a "Happy Birthday Small 
Dick Shigeru" surprise birthday cake. So I was 
supposed to keep Shigeru busy while they did 
that. We were swimming and the waves were 
getting bigger and wearing us down. I had 
enough and was getting out when Bebe (singer 
of Mukeka Di Rato at the time) showed up. I 
said I was beat and gonna chill on the beach 
and Shigeru decided to stay out and swim with 
Bebe. Not much longer they got caught in an 
undertow and Shigeru was panicking and going 
under and grabbing Bebe and taking him under 
also. I was like fuck.... no-one else was around, 

I saw Al down the beach but he couldn't hear 
me. I was afraid to take my eyes off the guys 
as they were under and popping back up while 
drifting further out and if I took my eyes off too 
long I'd never be able to locate them again. This 
was one of those times looking back where 30 
seconds of time seem like five minutes in your 
head. As all this was going on Mozine came 
through the trees onto the beach and ran over 
and was like fuck.. .luckily while he was thinking 
what to do a couple surfers walked through the 
trees about a 100 yards down the beach and 
Mozine ran to them they went out and drug 
Shigeru and Bebe in. Later that night we saw 
the surfers at a beach party and Shigeru told 
them thanks for saving his life, and I guess mine 
to as someone would have had to kill the guy 
that brought the Japanese person to Brazil that 
killed the singer of MDR. The locals declared no 
more Japanese allowed to swim there anymore- 
ha ha. 


4 . en route from Curitiba to Sao Paulo. Brazil 
2002 

In a big ass bus, about four times what we 
needed (cause some hustler in Sao Paulo 
thought he could sell the extra seats to our 
throngs of rabid fans, yeah right), barrelling 
through the fog overnight on treacherous 
mountain roads to Sao Paulo for the Verdurada 
festival, the highlight of our tour. At a fuel stop, 
Mozine (tour boss) had a couple of shots with 
our driver (who was a terrible driver, an asshole 
and would not stop unless his girlfriend had to 
pee). Turns out the driver loved the booze, so 
our buddy Mozine though it would be a good 
idea to buy him THE WHOLE FUCKING BOTTLE 
which the driver sucked down while driving 
through the mountains. We didn't sleep much, 
but we made it alive, and the first thing we 
saw in Sao Paulo was a motorcyclist twitching 
violently on the ground at a busy interesection 
bleeding from the mouth.

Broke an axle in nowheresville at 6pm on a 
friday, almost died. Walked into town where we 
found out the the only mechanic was gone till 
Monday, so we settled in.

Ladies 
at the IGA gave us discounts on groceries, and 
Monday morning at seven AM the town's only 
mechanic was on site working on our axle. We 
had never spoken with him, he had just "heard 
we needed some help." 9 hours and a mere 
$150 dollars later we were on our way home. 


total take was $7 in coins, one folded dollar bill 
with a yellow loogey inside, and a load of dirt 
(did I mention they dumped it on the distro?). 
Went to a teenagers house (he lived with his 
parents), and were told not to shower as the 
water reeked of sulpher (it did). Were told to 
help ourselves to any food in the house.. .we 
found on half case of shrimp Cup 0' Noodles. 
Nothing else. Not like we were being picky, 
but like there was literally no other food in the 
house. We were told we could sleep on the 
lower half of his bunk bed, which someone had 
puked on the night before.. .but they had cleaned 
it up, by pouring Pine Sol on top of the chunks 
and leaving them there. At about 3am, the 
neighbor started trimming his trees. Seriously. 
The carpet was wet. There was an apparently 
unrelated girl in her very early teens cruising 
around the house in her underwear most of 
the night; she seemed to not know where she 
was supposed to sleep, or really even where 
she was. At 5 am, the whole family met in the 
kitchen to make dinner. They microwaved some 
Cup 0' Noodles, which they promptly forgot 
about and were still in the microwave the next 
morning. I'm leaving out the drug bits, but 
everyone was either on them or selling them 
all through the night. In the morning, we went 
to another dude's house, which was hopelessly 
suburban and normal. We went swimming but 
his little sister kept flailing in the middle of the 
pool screaming "I'm Drowning!! HELP!!" but the 
family ignored her saying she was just trying to 
get attention. That was our cue, and we drove 
to Los Angeles.
